If  butterine  is  to  be  interdicted  why  not 
tackle  the  mustard  and  spice  factories  a  d 
other  food  industries.  \Vhen  I  was  travn  - 
ing  for  a  flour  milling  firm  I  sold  car  after 
car  of  the  refuse  flour,  worse  stuff  than 
graham,  meul,  the  (-weepings  of  the  mill  to 
the  Colbnrn  mufitarl  factory.  This  being 
baked  into  crackers  and  it  was  such  vile 
flour  as  to  mike  a  hisoot  as  black  as  your 
hat.  This  they  ground  np  and  made  into 
table  maslard.  1  have  sold  tons  and  tons 
of  bnckwheat  and  refuse  to  spice  mill,  and 
the  Flint  coffees  mills  of  Flint  Mich.,  use 
car  after  car  of  Buckwheat  ground  in  their 
pulverized  coffees.  There  is  mighty  few 
things  in  a  grocery  store  that  would  stand 
the  test  if  all  adultera'ion  was  stopped.

When  very  sick,  an  Ainu  man  (the  women 
may  not  pray  at  all)  will  call  upon  the  fire 
goddess,  who  is  reckoned  a  groat  purifier, 
thus,  "Abo  kamui,  Yekoingara  wa  en-kore" 
("O  fire  goddess,  condescend  to  look  upon 
me.")  UiKJU  the  approavh  of  death,  the  mas- 
ter will  lie  close  to  the  fire  on  his  own  sido  of 
the  hearth,  partly  for  the  sake  of  the 
warmth,  but  probably  in  a  measure  for  any 
possible  benefit  to  be  gained  from  propin- 
quity to  the  realm  of  the  fire  goddess.  Then 
the  village  chief  and  elders  and  the  sick 
man's  friends,  all  come  to  see  him;  the  men 
to  pray  and  ''drink  to  tho  gods,"  while  the 
vromen  weep  and  wail  in  rather  a  noisy 
fashion,  since  they  are  denied  tho  comforts 
of  religion.  There  are  times  when  the 
patience  of  the  praying  men  becomes  ex- 
hausted if  no  favorable  answer  is  given  to 
their  petitions. 

M.  Batcbelor  tells  of  one  death  scene  which 
he  witnessed  when  two  men  were  praying  to 
the  goddess  of  fii'e  and  another  toward  the 
sun  rising  through  tho  eastern  window; 
while  a  fourth  was  looking  toward  the  north- 
east comer  of  tho  hut  (wjich  corresponds  in 
a  measure  to  the  latrine  of  Japanese  houses) 
and  swearing  most  vehemently  at  all  the 
gods,  something  after  this  fashion:  "You 
fools  I  why  don't  you  pay  some  attention  to 
tisf  Cnn't  you  see  that  this  man  is  in  great 
danger*  Here  we've  been  praying  and  pray- 
ing for  him,  and  yet  he  doesn't  get  well.

another  10,000  tons  and  others  smaller 
qnantities.  The  road  will  have  a  lively 
winter  with  its  iron  and  copper  traffic  and 
an  unusually  heavy  logging  business  to 
take  care  of. 

Saturday  morning  the  Spokane  went  to 
the  flour  docks,  Sunday  morning  28Jhour8 
later,  she  cleared  with  20,000  barrels  for 
the  lower  lakes,  thus  being  the  last  vessel 
to  leave  Duluth  for  the  year.  The  Herald's 
total  of  flour  shipments  of  1,700,393  bar- 
rels must  be  increased  making  receipts 
1,724,693  barrels,  shipments  1,720,393  leav- 
ing in  store  a  few  thousand  barrels. 

Duluth  has  in  store  today  of  wheat  a 
total  of  570,9tiO  bushels  as  against  3,416,- 
183  same  date  last  year.  The  decrease 
for  last  week  was  60,584  bushels.  A  year 
ago  the  week's  increase  was  200,000  bush- 
eis  more  than  our  total  stock  today.  Of 
the  amount  here  335,727  bushels  are  1  hard. 
There  is  also  5,074  bushels  corn  and  a 
small  quantity  of  oate  and  barley  here 
also. 

The  wrecked  steamer  Osceola,  late  of 
Ward's  line,  has  been  extensively  repaired 
at  a  cost  to  the  present  owner  of  $45,000. 
She  will  next  year  be  placed  in  the  Sarnia 
and  Duluth  line,  altliougb  the  Vermont 
Central  line  may  charter  her  for  the  Chica- 
go  and  Ogdensburg  route.  All  of  the  ma- 
chinery and  other  outfit  taken  from  the 
Osceola  early  in  the  season  byGrnmmond's 
wreckers  was  promptly  given  np  by  Grum- 
mond  when  threatened  with  replevin  pro- 
ceedings. 

This  week  a  lot  of  supplies,  including 
flour,  pork,  vegetables  and  other  necessar- 
ies, together  with  some  cook  stoves,  the  use 
of  which  probably  will  have  to  be  explain- 
ed to  the  Indians,  will  be  distributed  to  the 
Bois  Fortes  Chippewas  at  Tower.  The 
government  owes  these  Indians  nothing, 
its  twenty  years  annuity  having  expired 
some  time  ago  but  it  continues  to  give 
them  supplies  as  of  yore.  These  Indians 
are  now  so  accustomed  to  the  gifts  that 
they  would  probably  rebel  if  the  supply 
should  be  shut  off. 

The  massive  work  going  on  at  First 
street,  both  at  Sixth  avenue  east  and  be- 
tween Ninth  and  Sixteenth  avenues  west, 
is  well  worth  a  visit  of  inspection .  On  the 
western  work  a  tremendous  amount  of 
work  has  been  done,  and  the  retaining 
walls  built  up  are  of  the  most  solid  char- 
acter. At  the  east  work,  Contractor  Emery 
has  been  hauling  away  a  large  quantity  of 
rock  to  be  nsed  next  year  in  the  paving,  in 
addition  to  the  tens  of  thousands  of  yards 
nsed  by  himself  in  filling  ravines. 

There  is  probably  no  field  of  manufac- 
turing holding  ont  mure  fiattering  induce- 
ments for  location  at  Duluth  than  an  es- 
tablishment for  the  manufacture  and  sale 
as  well  as  the  repair  of  saw  mill  machin- 
ery and  engines.

While  a  citizen  is  struggling  far  in  rear, or  is 
trampled  to  death  beneath  an  iron  heel, 
corporations,  which  should  be  the  carefully 
restraiced  creatures  of  the  law  and  the  ser- 
vants of  the  people,  are  fast  becoming  the 
people's  masters.  Instead  of  limiting  the 
tribute  drawn  from  our  citizens  to  the 
necessities  of  its  economical  administra- 
tion, the  government  persists  in  exacting 
from  the  substance  ot  the  people  millions 
which  unapplied  and  useless,  lies  dermant 
in  its  treasury.  This  flagrant',  injustice, 
this  breach  ol  faith  and  obligation,  add  to 
extortion  the  danger  attending  the  diver- 
sion of  the  currency  of  the  country  from 
legitimate  channels    ol    business.      People 

must  still  be  taxed  for  the  support  ot  the 
government  under  the  operation  of  tariff 
laws,  but  to  an  extent  that  the  mass  of 
our  citizens  are  in  ordinately  burdened  be- 
yond any  useful  public  purooso  and  for  the 
benefit  of  a  favored  few.  The  government, 
unde'  pretext  of  an  exercise  of  its  taxing 
powers,  enterw  gratuitously  into  partner- 
ship with  favorites  to  their  ad 
vantage  and  to  the  injury  ol 
a  vast  majority  of  our  people.  This  is  not 
equality  before  the  law.  The  existing  sit- 
uation is  injurious  to  the  health  of  oui 
entire  body  politic.  The  necessity  of  the 
reduction  of  our  revenue  is  so  apparent  ae 
to  be  generally  conceded,  but  the  means  by 
which  this  end  shall  be  accomplished  and 
the  sum  of  direct  benefit  which  shall  result 
to  our  citizens  present,  a  controversy  o 
the  utmost  importance.  There  shoald  b« 
no  sehieme  accepted  as  satisfactory  bj 
which  the  burdens  ot  the  people  are  onlj 
apparently  removed.

time. The  shoe  factories  are  still  turning 
out  a  great  many  fall  goods,  and  the  orders 
already  booked  for  the  spring  trade  giye 
promise  of  a  busy  season.

The  ship-building  industry  appears 
to  have  fallen  upon  better  times;  not  only 
are  the  Delaware  ship-yards  well  supplied 
with  orders  for  iron  steamships  but  the 
rise  in  freights  has  instilled  new  life  in  the 
coastwisfe  trade,  and  the  Maine  iship-yards 
are  at  present  quite  busy,  and  anticipate  a 
good  season  for  the  construction  of  wooden 
vessels, 


Two  more  Anarchist  Sunday  schools  were 
opened  in  Chicago  yesterday,  making  a 
total  of  eight  now  in  operation  and  with 
an  aggregate  of  some  1200  scholars.  The 
works  of  Johann  Most  are  esed  as  text 
books  and  the  children  who  range  in  age 
from  three  to  fourteen  are  taught  that  cap- 
italists are  the  enemies  of  the  pepole,  that 
the  working  classes  today  are  worse  than 
slaves  and  that  Spies  and  his  comrades  are 
martyrs  whose  memories  should  be  revered 
and  teachings  followed.  A  meeting  of 
representatives  of  the  various  groups  yes- 
terday afternoon  decided  to  establish  sim- 
ilar schools  in  every  section  of  Chicago  and 
a  fund  was  started  for  that  purpose. 


The  Chicago  News  says:  "The  'sweater) 
is  a  man  who  has  crowded  himself  into  the 
tailoring  and  other  trades,  and  who  takes 
small  contracts  for  work  which  he  sublets 
to  the  unfortunate  unemployed  at  starva- 
tion wages,  and  under  conditions  so  cruel 
that  were  they  not  told  under  oath  by  many 
witnesses  they  would  be  incredible."  Thd 
News  supposes  the  'sweater*  to  be  a  pro- 
duct of  England  only.  It  speaks  in  opti- 
mistic terms  of  the  condition  of  oar 
laborers.  Had  it  read  the  report 
of  Mrs  Barry  to  the  assemblage  of  the 
Knights  of  Labor  at  Indianapolis  a 
few  days  ago  it  would  have  learned  that 
the  "sweaters"  are  to  be  found  in  all  of 
our  cities,  and  working  women  and  girls 
are  subject  to  conditions  as  cruel  as  those 
which  are  imposed  on   them    in    England. 


The  California  supreme  court  has  just 
decided  a  case  involving  the  validity  of  a 
contract  entered  into  for  the  purpose  of 
creating  a  trust  combination.  All  the  lum- 
ber dealers  in  a  certain  city  formed  a  trust 
by  the  terras  of  which  all  lumber  was  to  be 
tamed  over  to  one  particular  dealer,  and 
aU  sales  to  customers  made  by  him.  By 
the  agreement  a  heavy  fine  was  put  on  any 
other  dealer  making  sales,  One  dealer 
broke  the  agreement  by  making  such  sales 
and  suit  was  brought  against  him 
to  recover  the  penalty.  The  supreme 
court  holds  the  trust  agreement  void 
as  against  public  policy,  being  a 
combination  "to  take  trade  out  of  the 
realm  of  competition  and  thereby  enhance 
or  depress  prices."  The  court*  of  at  least 
half  a  dozen  other  states  have  made  simi  - 
lar  decisions,  but,  so  far,  have  gone  nn 
farther  than  to  refute  the  aid  of  the  courts 
in  enforcing  trust  agreements.  The  ease 
against  the  sugar  trust,  however,  now  be- 
fore the  New  York  courts  involves  a  point 
which,  if  held  good,  will  deal  a  much 
heavier  blow  against  these  combinations— 
as  suit  is  brought  to  annul  the  charters  of 
the  corporations  on  the  ground  that  they 
have  forfeited  them  by  forming  the 
trust. 


Corkscrews  are  made  by  the  million  in 
the  United  States.  Newark.  N.  J.,  is  the 
principal  seat  of  the  industry  of  cork- 
screw ma'iing,  one  firm  in  that  city  mak- 
ing and  selling  150,000,000  in  a  single  year. 
But  this  was  only  one  firm.  Could  all  the 
corkscrews  made  last  yeer  be  known,  there 
must  be  enough  manufactured  to  supply 
every  man,  woman  and  child  on 
earth       with       one.  To       make      the 

150,000,000  of  the  Newark  firm,  re- 
qaired  seventy-five  men  simply  for  the 
twisting  of  the  screws,  to  say  nothing  ef 
the  making  of  the  wooden  and  other  styles 
of  bandies.  They  worked  the  year  round 
at  it.  Another  Newark  firm  oaade  300,000 
pocket  corkscrews  a  year.  The  question 
naturally  arises,  what  is  done  with  them 
all?  Lots  of  them  are  broken,  of  course, 
and  all  saloons  keep  dozens  of  them  on 
hand.  Large  New  York  restaurants,  like 
Delmonico's,  the  Brunswick  and  St.  James 
buy  corkscrews  direct  from  Newark,  and 
get  them  by  ths  hundreds  at  a  time.  It  is 
no  unusual  thing  for  the  big  hardware 
houses  in  New  York,  Boston,  Philadelphia, 
Chicago,  Cincinnati  and  the  big  western 
cities,  to  buy  one  thousand  corkscrews  at  a 
time.

BOYCOT  A  PROF. 

HIOH  SCHOOL  SCHOL.iR8  AND  AN   IN8TBDCTOR — 
A  DCLCTH  DOCrOll  AND    DNITKKSITY   MEDICS. 

The  misunderstanding  and  difficulties  of 
the  scholars  in  the  Duluth  high  school  and 
Mr.  O.  H.  R.  Plumb,  their  principal,  difli- 
culties  that  have  been  troubling  the  school 
lor  a  month,  came  before  the  school  board 
Saturday  evenini;  at  its  regular  sessiou. 
The  question  brought  up  was  as  to  the 
propriety  of  keeping  Mr.  Plumb  as  princi- 
pal of  the  high  school  or  ae  instructor  after 
the  protest  made  against  his  methods  and 
the  refusal  of  the  senior  class  to  appear  be- 
fore him.  In  order  to  give  the  public  a  lit- 
tle insight  into  the  matter,  which  has  by 
the  way,  been  kept  as  quiet  as  possible 
for  some  weeks,  a  certain  amount  of  his- 
tory is  necessary.  The  present  principal 
came  to  Duluth  early  in  1887,  and  bought 
the  flourishing  private  school  of  Arthur  L. 
Taylor.  He  ran  the  school  for  nearly  a 
year  until  it  was  no  longer  profitable.  He 
was  then  engaged  as  principal  of  the  High 
school  on  six  months  trial.  That  time  is 
now  nearly  over. 

For  several  months  there  has  been  great 
friction  between  Mr.  Plumb  and  his 
scholars,  particularly  the  senior  class. 
Matters  finally  reached  such  a  stage  that  a 
month  ago  this  class  held  a  meeting  to 
which  Prof.  Denfeld,  superintendent  of 
schools,  was  invited.  At  this  meeting 
complaints  were  made,  resolutions  drawn 
up  and  the  elass  voted  to  attend  no  more 
recitations  under  the,  to  them,  obnoxious 
principal.  This  decision  they  have  stood 
by  and  since  that  time  Mr.  Denfeld  has 
heard  the  recitations  heretofore  made  to 
Mr.  Plumb.  At  the  meeting  Saturday  night 
of  the  board  of  education  no  definite  step 
was  taken  and  it  was  thought  best  to  de- 
lay the  whole  matter.  Some  members  of 
the  board  were  in  favor  of  taking  extreme 
measures  with  the  senior  class  but  thia 
will  hardly  be  done,  as  it  would  naturally 
injure  the  high  school  much  more  than 
the  recalcitrant  class. 

Mr.  Plumb  denies  the  allegations  of  inap- 
titude for  teaching,  laziness  and  general 
disqualifications  made  by  the  classes,  and 
accuses  them  in  turn  of  impudence,  wilful- 
ness and  a  «lesire  to  injure  him.  The  facts 
in  the  case,  carefully  gathered,  are  not 
such  as  to  lead  to  the  probable  reengage- 
ment  of  that  gentleman  after  his  present 
term  of  service  expiree.  He  is  a  man  of 
more  than  ordinary  intelligence  and  know- 
ledge and  that  any  such  ditiiculty  should 
have  arisen  is  much  to  be  regretted. 

AT    MINNEAPOLIS    TOO. 

"Prot.Ritchie  may  be  a  good  anatomist, 
but  he  does  not  know  how  to  teach  the 
science,"  say  the  medics  ot  the  state  uoi- 
versity  in  reference  to  Dr.  Ritchie,  of  Du 
luth.  The  doctor  was  appointed  this  fall 
as  lecturer  on  anatomy  to  the  medical 
students  of  the  university,  his  reputation 
as  a  distinguished  surgeon  and  anatomist 
being  known  at  Minneapolis.  He  succeeded 
Dr.  Stewart.  The  students  last  week  re- 
fused to  attend  Dr.  Ritchie's  lectures  long- 
er, thus  virtually  boycotting  him,  and 
went  back  to  Dr.  Stewart  as  private  lectu- 
rer The  regents  met  Saturday  evening  in 
reference  to  the  matter,and  it  will  probably 
end  in  a  victory  for  them.  As  Dr.  Ritchie 
gave  up  a  lucrative  position  in  Duluth,  and 
moved  to  St.  Paul  in  order  to  be  near  his 
classes,  this  absurd  prejudice  against  him 
is  liable  to  work  much  injury  to  a  man  of 
high  attainments,  and  more  than  local  dis- 
tinction in  his  profession.

The  Trial  of  San  Francisco's   Sensa- 
tional Murder  Case  Begins 
This  Morning. 


A  BRIEF  OUTLINS  OF  THE   EVENTS. 


A  Physician  Who    Used  Poison 
miscously  Where  it  Would 
do  Good.

San  Fsanoisco,  Deo.  3. — After  nnmerons 
delHjn  the  extraordinary  case   of  John   A. 
Dinnif;    who  is  charged    with    the    murder 
of  Henry    Benbayon    waa     placed  on   the 
docket  this  morning  and  the   preliminarie<i 
of  the  trial  commenced.     Not  in  the    most 
sensational   of    Zola's  novela  can  there    be 
foand  a  t>aratlel,to  the  fltirring  events  in  real 
life  which  rest  back  of  this  case  and  to  tell 
the  story  by  wire  in  derail   would   involve 
the  labor  of  a  day.     Briefly   it  may   be  re- 
capitulated that  three  years  a^^o  the  wife  of 
one  Dr.  J    Milton  Bowers  died  suddenly  as 
was    supposed    of    affection    of  the  liver.  { 
Aftfr     her     burial    it    was   discovered  that 
three   previons  wives  of  Bowers   had  died 
nnder    similar  circumstances    in  Chicago 
and  elsewhere.     The    body    was   exhumed 
and   indisputable     evidence      found    that 
death        had        been        occasioned         by 
poiaon.     The  Hebrews  of  the  city  took   up 
the  case,  Bowers  was     arrested,  convicted 
of  murder  and  sentenced  to  death.      While 
he  was  in  prison  Henry  Benbayon,  a  young 
brother  of  his  dead  wife,    was  found  dead 
in  a  lodging  house  a  bottle  of  poison,  pen, 
ink.  paper,  and  three  note«,  one  to  Bowers 
and  the  other  two  to  the   coroner    were   on 
the  table.     The  notes  stated    that   Bowers 
was  in  uocent  of  the  murder,    and    that   he 
(Benhay  on)  had   committed  the   crime    in 
order  to  secure  the    insurance    of    fl4,00<) 
which  had  been    on    his     sister's    life    and 
which  she  had  made  over   to   him    in     her 
will.     He  also  gave  the  names  of   six   men 
who  had    been    intimate    vrith    his    sister. 
These         developments 
turned        the  tide 

toward  Bowers.     But   an 
made  the   discovery   that 
not  in    Benhayon's    writing,   that  the  peu.i 
and  ink  had  not  been  nsed,and  that  he  had 
been  drugged  first  and  the  poison  adminis- 
tered   atterwards.     Further   developm  ents 
led  to  the  arrest    of    Dunmikf,  a    traveling 
book  agent  and  particular    friend  of  Bow- 
ers, whom  he  visited    frequently  in  prison. 
It  was  proven  that  he   had   been  with  Ben- 
bayon   up    to    a    late    hour    on  the  night 
before  his  death,    and    that  for  soma  time 
atterwards    he    was    well    supplied     with 
funds.     He  was    arrested    and     tried     for 
murder,     but  the     jury  die^agreed    because 
some  important  links  were    missing  in  the 
ch^tin        of         circumstantial       evidence. 
Today  his  second  trial  begins.     Meanwhile 
Bowers  has  appealed  to  the  supreme  court 
and  his  appeal    has  been    rejected.      The 
outcome  of  the  present  trial    therefore  will 
either  seal  his  doom    with    that    of    Dun 
nings,  or  give  the  couple   a  new   lease   of 
life.     Leading  lawyers  say  that   unless  the 
proseeution  has  some  new    evidenca,    an- 
other disagreement  or  acquittal  is  certain. 
In  that  event  the  mystery    surrounding  the 
deaths  of    Mrs.  Bowers    and    Henry   Ben- 
hayon  will  be  as  profound    a    mystery    as 
when  they  were  the  reigning  sensations  of

Boarding  oars  and  constmotion  trains 
were  sent  up  to  Cloqnet,  Saturday,  and 
this  morning  the  work  of  tracklaying  on 
Daluth's  new  road  began.

IT  IS  IMPRACTICABLE. 

Oeu.  KfcXulty  Sayi*  the  Big  Rnilroad  Trnst 
Can  not  be  Forinnd. 

OaiOAOo,  Deo.  3.— There  are  forty  four 
presidents  and  managers  of  railroads  in 
the  city  at  the  present  time  endeavoring  to 
figure  out  a  basis  upon  which  to  organize 
the  gigantic  "trust"  of  western  roads. 
.Among  their  number  is  Gen.  McNulty,  re 
ceiver  of  the  VVabash  system,  and 
in  conversation  with  a  friend  at  the  Grand 
Pacific  today  he  said: 

"I  don't  believe  we  will  ever  come  to  an 
agreement  concerning  the  proposed  plan. 
The  various  interests  of  the  many  roads 
involved  in  the  scheme  are  too  diverse  to 
allow  of  their  ever  working  together  in 
one  combination.  Still,  on  the  other 
hand,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  some- 
thing should  be  done  to  pro  ect  the  inter- 
esfts      of      many        of        the  western 

roads.  It      is       my        firm       opinion 

that  unless  some  saitable  plan  is 
speedily  adopted  the  'granger  roads'— such 
railways  as  the  Northwestern  and  Rock 
Island— have  nothing  before  them  but 
bankruptcy-  They  positively  cannot  live 
and  make  money  under  the  interstate- 
commerce  law.'' 

A  number  of  railroad  men  standing  near 
laughed  at  the  general's  gloomy  views,  but 
were  unable  to  make  him  think  differently. 


.At  the  works  of  the  Minnesota  Car  com 
pany  another  week  of  good  weather  will 
see  the  frames  of  the  wooden  buildings  of 
the  company  well  in  place,  and  a  much 
greater  appearance  of  business  than  ever 
before.

The 
company  is  '  pushing  things  with  all  the 
rapidity  that  plenty  of  energy  and  money 
and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  what  they 
want  can  give. 

Piles  for  the  Terminal  road  are  driven 
nearly  as  far  as  the  St.  Paul  &  Dnluth 
round  house  at  the  base  of  Rice's  Point 
and  the  contractors  are  rushing  as  fast  ai 
possible  to  get  all  the  work  done  along  the 
point  before  the  cold  weather  comes.  Con- 
tracts  for  the  rock  cutting  between  Twelfth 
and  Eighth  avenues  will  be  let  in  a  fe-.T 
dayi*  and  a  number  of  heavy  local  con- 
tractors are  figuring  on  them. 

Five  stories  of  brick  work  on  the  Im  - 
pcriiil  mill  are  now  built,  and  work  is  run- 
ning along  on  the  to^^  story.  The  roof 
timbers  will  be  in  place  by  the  end  of  next 
week  in  all  probability,  and  the  structure 
will  be  enclosed  at  once  and  fitted  with 
heating  apparatus  to  allow  of  interior 
work  all  winter.  The  sixth  story  is  about 
25  feet  high.  Owing  to  the  long  and 
severe  illness  of  Manager  Church,  the  con- 
tracts for  the  oiilling  machinery  have  not 
been  let,  thoutrh  Allis  &  Co.  and  M.  ^^ . 
Glenn  are  busy  on  engine  and  boilers. 
Brick  work  on  the  smoke  stack  has  not 
been  begun,  but  that  will  be  pushed  up  iu 
the  spring.  The  building  now  going  up 
is  but  half  the  ultimate  size  of  the  mill.

EXAMINING  SLATE. 

EXPLOBKB8  IK  THE  EUPLOV  OF  A  f  500,000 
FHILADELf HIA  OOHFANT  BXFOBT  ON  DU- 
LUTH  SLATE . 

One  of  the  early  dreams  of  Dulnth  and 
the  towns  of  Thomson  and  N.  P.  Junction 
was  that  the  slate  found  in  great  quantities 
near  the  latter  towns  would  turn  out  to 
be  very  valuable  and  would  be  extensively 
quarried.  Eigiiteen  years  ago  examinations 
were  made  of  this  slate  and  fine  speci- 
mens taken  out,  but  owing  to  several 
cause8,among  them  the  panic  of  1873,nott  - 
ing  was  done  in  developing.  Now,however, 
there  is  apparently  some  chance  that  these 
deposites  of  slate  may  be  utilized  and  add 
to  the  material  wealth  of  this  section.  A 
month  ago  a  party  of  Philadelphia  mining 
experts  arrived  at  the  Junction  and  spent 
two  weeks  in  looking  up  the  state  out- 
crops near  the  town.  They  examined  one 
location  near  Cloquet,  Mother  near  Thom 
(lon  and  a  third  about  i}^  miles  northeast 
of  Thomson  on  the  Midway  river.  Before 
leaving  for  the  East  they  stated  that  the 
slate  exceeded  their  expectations,  and  they 
examined  it  thorontrhly  for  they  went 
down  50  feet  iu  shafts,  and  that  they  should 
recommend  the  cempany  by  which  they 
were  engaged  to  go  to  work.  This  com- 
pany is  capitalized  for  |;.">00,000  and  the 
experts  thought  that  $50,000  would  be  re- 
quired for  development. 

They  were  the  more  willing  to  see  work 
done  as  the  formation  was  in  their  opin- 
ion almost  identical  with  that  of  the  coal 
bearing  region  of  Pennsylvania,  and  they 
believed  that  in  quarrying  for  slate  they 
would  find  a  much  more  valuable  substance 
in  the  shape  of  coal.  This  is,  however,  not 
credited  by  ihe  nativas  of  Cloqnet  and 
Thomson  and  they  do  not  bank  on  coal. 
In  their  opinion  if  there  were  coal  to  be 
found  at  all  some  indications  would  have 
been  met  with  in  the  B'ond  du  Lac  gas  we'l 
which  pierced  1,600  feet  with  no  result 
except  to  find  water  strongly^  impregnated 
with  medicinal  salts.

Blood- 
hounds are  used  in  the  penal  Institutions  of 
all  the  southern  states,  but  nowhere  as  exten- 
sively as  iu  Texas,  where  the  raising  of  them 
and  their  sale  to  sheriffs  and  wardens  forma 
quite  an  industry.  1  happen  to  know  a  good 
deal  at>out  the  beasts,  although  I  was  rever 
a  dog  fancier  or  an  officer  The  truth  is  I 
was  a  oonvicL 

I  look  t>ack  on  it  with  sorrow,  but  without 
shame,  for  1  was  convicted  of  something  I  do 
not  consider  11  crime.  1  had  lieen  employed  as 
a  cow  puncher  on  a  rant-h  south  of  Fi.)rt 
Worth,  on  the  Rio  Grande,  antl  we  were  ttik- 
Ing  a  buncb  of  cattle  north  to  the  Panhandle 
district  At  a  little  town  called  Hayman 
Junction  a  sUerilTs  posse  stopped  us  to  search 
for  some  stolen  horses,  and  one  of  the  depu- 
ties claimed  luy  ix>uy.  I  had  raised  the  an- 
imal frotu  a  colt,  but  the  deputy  was  obsti- 
nate, so  we  had  words,  and  he  finally 
snatched  np  a  Winchesttsr.  1  protest  I  had 
no  wish  to  hurt  the  man,  but  I  believed  I 
wa-i  iu  danger,  and,  to  make  a  long  story 
short.  I  shot  him  in  the  shoulder,  wa«  ar- 
rested, tried,  and,  in  spite  of  aU  my  friendi 
could  do,  sentenced  to  the  Northern  peniten- 
tiary for  two  years.  The  ctiarge  was  "assault 
with  intent  to  do  great  bodily  harm,"  and 
there  was  considerable  prejudice  against 
cowboys  in  the  place  where  I  was  tried. 

1  bad  never  been  a  twd  young  fellow,  and 
this  was  heartbreaking  to  me,  but  I  had  still 
my  sflt'  re-si^K-t  and  determined  to  serve  "Ut 
mv  sentence  patiently.  The  penitentiary 
was  at  UiintsviUe,  400  miles  away  by  rail, 
and  there  were  eighteen  of  us  toga  The 
method  iisod  in  ti-ai)six)rting  us  is  the  method 
•till  In  vogue  iu  Texas,  and  I  challeuge  penal 
history,  with  the  exception  of  that  of  the 
gallejs of  Toulon,  to  furnish  a  parallel  to  it 
ill  bnit.'ility  Iron  collars,  weighing  at  least 
five  pounds,  were  rivaled  around  our  necks, 
we  were  stood  in  double  file  and  then  yanked, 
two  and  two,  to  a  long  chain  that  ran  down 
the  center.  Imagine  a  vertebra  with  eigh- 
teen ribs,  and  one  has  a  fair  idea  of  the  ar- 
rangement, but  110  words  can  convey  the 
sense  of  degradation,  the  brutalizing  horror 
and  shame  that  even  the  most  callous  feel 
upon  becoming  part  of  this  sat!  and  sinister 
procession.  Hanilcufi's  were  suapfted  on 
each  man  and,  bending  and  stumbling  under 
our  c-bain.%  we  were  driven  through  the  jeer- 
ing crowds  up  to  a  smoking  car  side  tracked 
for  us,  and  tho  journey  began. 

It  waa  a  terrible  one.  The  central  chain 
was  long  enough  to  stretch  from  seat  to  seat 
ad  we  sat,  two  abreast  and  nine  rows  deep, 
hut  if  any  man  moved  his  head  he  would  jerk 
the  necks  of  those  before  and  behind  hliu, 
and  a  quiver  would  pass  along  the  whole 
line.  In  fact,  the  last  two  men  were  chained 
up  so  short  tbat  they  could  barely  sit  on  the 
extreme  edge  of  their  seat  by  craning  their 
necks  as  far  front  as  possible,  and  in  this 
posture  they  \"ode  the  whole  400  miles.  To 
sleep  was  out  of  the  question,  and  when  one 
moved  the  whole  clankmg,  cursing,  miserable 
mass  oved  with  bim.  We  got  some  bread 
and  in  t  once  on  the  trip,  which  lasted  ex- 
actly t     nty-six  hours. 

When  we  finally  reached  Huntsville,  I  was 
trembling  hke  a  child,  tears  of  sheer  agony 
were  running  down  my  face,"and  I  tried  aa 
best  I  could  with  my  manacled  hands  to  hold 
the  cruel  coUar  away  from  my  neck,  which 
it  had  chafed  raw.  Tho  rest  of  the  men  were 
in  scarcely  t)etter  shape,  and  our  joints  were 
so  stiff  from  sitting  nearly  motionless  for  a 
day  and  a  night,  that  we  could  with  diffi- 
culty walk.  As  we  were  getting  out  of  the 
car  I  stumbled  and  pulled  over  another  man, 
half  strangling  myself  at  the  same  tlma 
Instantly  the  nearest  guard  rained  down  a 
shower  of  kicks  upon  me. 

"I've  noticed  you  shamming,"  he  shouted. 
•'Wait  till  we  get  you  iu  the  walk.'" 

"The  walls"'  was  the  slang  name  for  the 
prison,  and  this  little  epi.sotle  fixed  ray  .status. 
1  was  reported  as  a  sly,  cunning  rascal,  fond 
of  subterfuge,  and  in  this  light  my  conduct 
was  viewed,  and  all  my  little  mistakes  and 
failures  were  prejudged.  It  was  not  long  be- 
fore the  constant  misery  of  my  life  blotted 
out  every  sentiment  exi-ept  a  dull  determina- 
tion to  escape  at  the  first  opiX)rtunIty. 

I  was  put  to  work  for  a  while  in  the  stove 
factory  at  Huntsville,  but  as  "the  summer 
0{)ened  a  gang  of  us  were  let  out  to  a  con- 
tractor to  work  in  a  woed  camp  about  fifty 
miies  away. 

"Be  careful  of  this  man,"  said  one  of  the 
deputies,  pointing  me  out  to  the  contractor; 
"he's  a  slick  conniver  and  apt  to  make  you 
troubla" 

"I'U  bore  a  hole  tbroogh  him  If  he  does," 
replied  the  other 

Bo  with  this  recommendation  1  was  intro- 
duced to  the  camp.  It  lay  in  the  midst  of  a 
thick  belt  of  woods,  and  was  guarded  by  a 
cordon  of  sentries,  exactly  as  a  military  post. 
The  men  slept  in  log  barracks,  and  the  work 
consisted  altogether  of  chopping  and  cording. 
The  tasks  were  severe,  the  punishments  ex- 
cessive, and  the  food  and  sanitary  arrange- 
meuts  of  the  place  abominable.  Although 
chains  and  shackles  were  dispensed  with, 
there  were  no  escapes,  for  not  only  were  the 
guards  instructod  to  fire  unhesitatingly  in 
such  a  cafe,  but  in  one  corner  of  the  camp 
was  a  kennel  oontalning  twenty  blood- 
hounds.

As  I 
oeared  it  the  guai'd  at  tbat  point  passed  me 
and  !«ud  as  he  passed  me:  "Jim,  I'm  glad 
you're  here.     I've  been   feeling  sjck."    Then 


tnlad  an  instant,  and  I  i<ncw 
the  trees  would  seriously  embar- 
rass the  riders  who  follow  the  pack. 
It  is  generally  supposed  that  blood- 
hounds track  and  tree  fugitives  for  boors  bo- 
fore  the  pursuing  parly  comes  up,  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  tho  riders  always  aim  to  be 
right  on  the  flanks  of  the  dogSL  There  was  a 
good  deal  of  underbrush  and  it  was  hard 
progress,  but  excitement  kept  me  up,  and  I 
never  paused  until  I  reached  a  clearing  a 
good  six  miles  away,  where  I  threw  mysoif 
down  and  listened.  The  wind  was  still  yot, 
the  night  was  full  of  the  Interminable  stir  of 
the  woods,  the  flutter  of  leaves,  the  snapping 
of  twigs,  and  the  scamper  of  some  belated 
sqtilrrel,  and  in  every  sound  1  fancied  I  could 
hear  the  faint,  far  baying  of  the  hounds. 
Stories  I  had  heard  In  camp  of  the  savage 
beasts  swarming  over  poor  wretches  a  ad 
tearing  them  open  as  they  fought,  came  back 
to  me,  and  every  revolting  detail  leaped  into 
horrid  picturing  in  my  mind  until  my  scalp 
began  to  creep  and  sweat  started  out  all  over 
me  like  water.  It  had  grown  very  dark,  but 
1  dived  into  the  woods  again,  thrusting  my 
hands  in  front  of  me  to  keep  the  bmncbes 
out  of  my  eyes. 

I  kept  on  pretty  steadily  all  night,  and 
when   morning  dawned  it   found  me  on  the 
fringes  of  the  wood  lielt,  with  a  sparsely 
grown,  undulating  country  before  me.

I  had  determmed  to  throw 
myself  on  the  mercy  of  the  first  man  I  met 
it  must  have  been  about  noon,  while  I  was 
passing  through  a  well  wooded  strip,  that  1 
heard  a  mournful  note  that  made  my  hear 
stand  still.    It  waa  no  hallucination  this  time, 
but  the  uimilstakable  wail  of  bloodboimds 
that  I  had  heard  often  enough  from  their 
kennel  in  the  camp.     Aa  I  stood  there,  terror 
stricken  and  thrilling,  the  baying  sounded 
again,   no  .v  right  at  hand,  and  an  Instant 
later,  three  dogs  appeared  over  a  little  rise 
and  made  straight  at  me.     There  was  no  tree 
near  that  w^  large  enough  to  bear  me,  so  1 
gi-ipped  my  bludgeon  and  prepared  to  fight 
But  when  the  dogs  came  within  a  dozen  feet 
they  stopped  and  began  to  fawn  and  wag 
their  tails.    They  were  hounds  from  the  camp 
—they  wore  the  Lone  Star  collar— but  it  was 
plain  they  wanted  to  be  friends  even  with 
such  a  poor  wretch  as  L    Then  I  noticed  that 
the  brutes  were  storved  and  trembling  and 
threw  them   half    my  rabbit     By  the  tune 
they  devoured  it  I  waa  patting  their  heads 
and  they  were  licking  my  hands. 

My  theory  was  then,  and  is  now,  thatearly 
in  the  chase  the  rest  of  the  hounds  took  the 
wrong  trail,  and  these  three  alone  stuck  to 
the  right  one.  Their  famished  condition  lent 
itself  to  this  conclusion,  at  any  rate.  I  never 
saw  or  heard  of  the  rest  of  the  pack  or  any  of 
the  guards.  But  I  soon  found  that  blood- 
hounds are  not  to  be  despised  as  traveling 
companions,  fcM-  I  wandered  aimlessly  for 
eight  days  longer,  and.  had  it  not  been  for 
them,  would  most  certainly  have  starved.

Moreover,  I  knew  that 
It  would  be  impossible  for  any  one  to  sur- 
prise mo  before  they  would  give  the  alarm. 

On  tho  eleventh  day  out  I  and  my  three 
bloodhounds  walked  into  a  cow'Simp,  and 
when  tho  go<xi  natured  cow  punchers  heaid 
my  story  and  satisfied  themselves  that  I  had 
been  one  of  them  once  upon  a  time,  they  un- 
dertook to  spirit  me  over  the  state  line.  I 
hated  to  part  with  the  dogs,  for  we  had  con- 
ceived a  great  esteem  for  each  other;  but  the 
cowboys  kept  them  as  loot,  and,  I  af tei-ward 
learned,  sold  ^ne  of  them  for  ?75  to  an  Eng- 
lish tourist  After  a  couple  of  months  of 
vicissitudes  I  made  my  way  north,  and,  al- 
though the  authorities  of  Texas  have  assured 
me  that  there  will  be  no  eflfort  made  to  prose- 
cute or  rearrest  me,  1  have  never  had  any 
craving  to  revisit  the  Lone  Star  state.— New 
York  ban.

INTERVIEW    WITH     MRS.    GRANT. 


Picture— The 


Her  Life  Daring  the  War— A 
Final  Surrender. 

"Now  tell  nie  something  of  your  life  while 
Gen.  Grant  was  winning  his  honors  as  a 
soldier  during  the  rebellion." 

"1  was  like  one  in  a  delirium  all  through 
the  wai-,"  she  said  with  enthusiasm.  "I  love 
the  army  and  I  was  the  first  to  urge  Ulysses 
to  go  to  the  war,  and  after  that  I  don't  think 
I  was  very  patriotic,  I  was  a  southerner, 
bom  in  Missouri,  and  when  I  was  married 
my  father  gave  me  six  slaves  for  my  own 
property.  All  my  relatives,  and  my  brother, 
Judge  Dent,  were  on  the  rebel  side,  but  I  did 
not  care  for  them  or  for  the  Uuiou  men.  All 
I  thought  of  was  my  husband— that  he  should 
win  and  gain  new  victories. 

"I  had  everjthing  prepared  for  a  long  win- 
ter—fruit canned,  beef  smoked,  and  enough 
wood  cut  to  last  the  whole  winter  at  our 
home  in  Galena — when  Ulysses  sent  for  me 
to  come  to  him  at  Cairo.  I  turned  the  lock 
in  the  door,  leaving  everything  as  it  stood, 
and  I  never  went  back. 

"I  want  to  show  you  a  picture  that  I  value 
very  highly,"  and  she   brought  up  a  little 
water  color  in  a  gold  frame.     She  stood  it  on 
her  knee,  and  pointing  with   her  finger  she 
said:  "You  see  all  these  tents?    This  way  to 
the  end  is  the  general's  headquarters.     This 
is  City  Point,  where  we  were  encamped,  and 
this,"  pointing  to  a  blue  stream  at  the  edge 
of  the  painting,  "is  the  James  river.     There 
was  a  nice  flight  of  steps  led  down  to  it,  but 
it  had  been  cut  off  by  the  frame.    Now,  one 
Sunday,  a  lovely,  clear  day,  we  all  got  on  a 
boat— I  think   it  was  the  Mary  Powell— and 
went  down  the  James  river.    We  landed,  and 
climbing  a  hill  took  our  field  glasses  to  view 
the  rebels,  when  we  fomid  they  were  doing 
the  same  wtb  us.     We  all  laughed,  ana  some 
were  afraid  of  their  firing  on  us,  but  the  gen- 
eral said  the  ladies'   bonnets  would   keep  off 
the  shot.     It  did,  too.     On  our  return  trip, 
when  just  about  here,"  pointing  to  a  place 
distant  from  the  camp,  "we   found  a  string 
of  boats  had  been  fastened  together  to  make 
a  bridge  for  our  soldiers  to  cross  over  the 
James.     I  will  never  forget   Ci«u.   Sheridan 
that  day.     When  we  saw  him  he  was  lost  in 
what  looked  like  a  letter,     lie  would  read  a 
few  lines  and  tho  red  would  creep  up  in  bis 
cheeks  like  in  a  girl'a     Ho  was  so  blushingly 
happy  that  I  said,   '1 11  wager  you  have  re- 
ceived a  love  letter.'    Ue  blushed  the  more 
and  smiled.     A  few  moments   aftfrward  I 
learned  that  it  was  not  a  love  letter,  but  an 
order  to  go  to  battle. 

"The  second  Sunday  following  one  could 
not  tell  that  lovely  City  Point  was  the  same 
place  we  had  l>een  iu  on  the  day  of  our  ex- 
cursion. The  women  had  been  put  on  tho 
Mai-y  Powell  for  safety,  and  it  was  lying  at 
anchor  right  in  front  of  the  steps  of  City 
Point,  which  1  told  you  led  down  tho  bank  to 
tho  shore.  A  numtier  of  other  vessels  were 
also  anchored  here.  The  men  had  gone  to 
take  Richmond  or  to  die.  The  genera)  said  to 
me  in  parting :  'If  Leo  surrenders  1  will  return 
and  we  will  go  to  W^asbington  together.  If 
ho  takes  to  the  mountains  make  your  way 
back  home— you  will  be  alone.'  'I  will  wait 
for  you,'  I  replied.  That  Sunday  was  one  of 
susi)ense.  We  had  no  news  and  were  all  sit- 
ting in  a  group  waiting— waiting.  At  last  a 
messenger  boy  came  running  out  and  said,  all 
breathless  and  ga.sping,  'Mi-s,  Grant,  may  I 
si>eak  to  youP  'Certainly,  my  dear,'  I  said, 
and  patted  his  cheek,  which  was  as  dainty  as 
ft  girl's.  Wo  went  into  the  cabin,  and  he 
whispered:  'You  musu'ttell;  it's  as  much 
a-s  my  head  is  worth  to  tell  you,  but  I  caught 
it  as  it  was  going  over  the  wires.  Gen.  Lee 
is  just  surrendering  to  Grant'  I  went  on 
dock  and  everybody  wauted  to  know  what 
the  boy  said,  but  I  would  not  tell.  I  just 
laughed,  and  while  they  were  urgtug  me,  we 
heard  the  dull  roar  of  voices  shouting  away 
down  tho  river.  Closer  and  closer  it  came, 
and  swelled  in  volume  until  it  was  on  City 
Point  opposite  us.  Then  tho  cannons  were 
fired  and  tho  .steamers  blew  their  whistles  in 
chorus,  and  every  tongue  was  crying,  'Lee 
has  surrendered  I'  " 

"What  did  the  general  say  when  first  you 
met  afterwards?" 

"He  did  not  say  one  word.  Wo  just  kissed 
each  other  in  silence,  but  there  was  a  great 
deallntbat  kiss."— Nelly  Ely's  Interview  in 
New  York  World.

The  freight  engineman's  every  day  thoughts 
are  largely  about  tho  care  of  his  engine  and 
the  perplexities  incident  to  getting  out  of  it 
the  minimum  amount  of  work  with  the 
maximum  amount  of  fuel.  The  constant  aim 
of  his  superiors  is  to  have  the  engine  draw 
every  potind  it  posably  can.  To  haul  a  train 
up  a  long  and  steep  grade  when  the  cars  are 
so  heavily  loaded  that  a  single  additional 
one  would  bring  the  whole  t<-)  a  dead  .stand- 
still reipiires  a  knack  that  can  be  appreciated 
only  by  viewing  tho  performance  on  the  spot. 
Failure  not  only  wastes  time  and  fuel  (it  may 
necessitate  a  retura  to  the  foot  of  tho  hill  or 
going  to  the  top  with  only  half  the  load),  but 
it  raises  a  suspicion  that  some  other  runner 
might  have  sncceeded  better.  The  runner 
whose  engine  "lays  down  on  the  road"  (fails 
to  draw  its  load  because  of  insufflcient  fire 
and  conseqneut  low  steam  pressui-e)  is  liable 
to  the  jeers  of  his  comrades  on  his  return 
home,  if  not  to  some  sharp  inquiries  from  his 
superior.— 13.

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CHAPTER  ON  TENORS. 


NO    OTHER     PROFESSION     DEMANDS 
SUCH     REGULARITY    OF     LIFE. 


Qreat  Cure  Taken  of  His  Valuable  Throat. 
What  thr  Public  Tblnks  of  Uini— Faa- 
tldloasness  lu  Recani  to  Physical  Condl- 
tloas— The  Prima  Domna. 

'"There  has  been,"  say*  Sims  Reeves  in  his 
antobiog^pby,  "for  aome  timo  jiast  a  de 
cided  fall  in  tenors;  not  that  there  is  no  de- 
mand for  the  article,  but  because  the  demand 
which  really  exists  cannot  be  supplied.  For 
in  art  the  great  principle  which  rules  in 
commerce  does  not  hold  good.  On  the  con- 
trary, instead  of  the  demand  creating  the 
supply,  it  is  the  supply  which  creates  or  at 
least  stimulates  the  demand.  Quotations  for 
first  rate  prima  donuas  were  never  so  high  as 
they  are  now,  yet  never  before  were  prima 
doonas  so  numerous.  Xo  one,  on  the  other 
hand,  goes  to  the  opera  to  hear  a  tenor,  sim- 
ply because  there  are  none  of  the  highMt  dis- 
tinction to  bear. 

HIS  VALUABLE  THROAT. 

"Think  how  every  tenor,  who  vf  ishes  at  all 
times  to  do  his  best,  most  regulate  his  life, 
must  protect  his  valuable  throat  against  all 
possible  and  impoaslble  draughts.  He  eats 
in  the  most  sparing  manner,  when  all  Lon- 
don sets  him  down  as  a  glutton;  drinks  noth- 
ing but  claret  and  water,  when  by  universal 
consent  he  is  a  flaming,  fiery  drunkard.  You 
get  your  feet  wet,  are  hoarse,  and  are  well 
the  next  day.  The  more  delicate,  mure  sus- 
ceptible tenor  gets  his  feet  wet,  is  hoarse  and 
is  not  well  the  next  day;  and  so  long  as  he  is 
unable  to  sing  not  only  loses  his  money — if 
he  happens  to  be  a  concert  singer — but  is 
osoaUy  regarded  as  an  impostor,  because  be 
frankly  and  conscientiously  declines  to  tor- 
ture the  ears  of  a  public  be  tias  been  In  the 
habit  of  delighting.  Tenors  have  their  faults 
lika  other  men.  But  they  can  scarcely,  with 
any  fairness,  be  accused  of  irregular  habits. 
There  is  no  profession,  inde«id,  which  demands 
such  absolute  regularity  of  life,  such  punctu- 
ality in  the  performance  of  duties,  as  that  of 
the  actor,  and  above  all,  of  a  singer,  who, 
besides  his  general  health,  has  his  voice — 
often  a  very  delicate  one— to  think  of.  In- 
deed, tbe  care  the  tenor  takes  of  himself 
amounts  in  many  cases  to  fastidiousness. 

"When  he  is  on  his  travels,  esi)eciaHy  in 
our  capricious,  changeable  climate,  the  tenor 
does  really  incur  risks,  and  the  care  tbete 
delicate  voiced  singers  are  obliged  to  take  of 
their  valuable  throats  is  something  incredi- 
ble to  those  who  have  not  witnessed  it. 
There  are  some  tenors  who  seem  to  kpep 
themselves  constantly  enveloped,  as  if  in 
cotton  wool,  and  I  have  known  more  than 
one  who  would  not  start  even  on  the  shortest 
Journev  but  he  must  take  with  him  a  collec- 
tion of  .scarves,  wrappers  and  other  band- 
ages. Notwithstanding  some  drawbacks, 
the  position  of  a  tenor  Is,  all  the  same,  a  fine 
one,  and  if  the  great  tenors  are  disapjieartng 
It  cannot  be  said  that  such  enthusiasm  as 
they  were  wont  to  excite  is  now.called  forth 
by  baritones  or  basses. 

THE  PRIMA  DONNA. 

"The  prima  donna  is  not  only  as  great  a 
favorite  as  ever,  but  is  often  the  only  mem- 
ber of  an  operatic  cast  to  whom  every  sort 
of  favor  is  shown.  For  her  exclusively  is  re- 
serve<i  tho  admiration  which  was  formerly 
shared  by  the  prima  doima,  contralto,  tenor, 
baritoa(<  and  bass.  In  these  matters  there  is 
no  <iictatiug  to  the  public;  but,  whatever  the 
fact  may  signify,  a  fact  it  is  that,  whereas 
Mme.  Patti.  Mme.  Nilsson,  Mme.  Albani  and 
Sline.  Gorstcr  are  sought  for  iu  all  countries, 
and  travel  in  tho  character  of  stars  to  the 
most  distant  lands,  none  in  any  part  of  the 
world  seem  to  cjire  much  for  tho  voice  of  anv 
tenor,  bai-itune  or  bass  now  on  the  Italian 
operatic  *',i.,c." 

Am.-n.eiir  and  struggling  genius  will  do 
well  to  [iMiider  over  tb<>so  remarks  about 
siugint;  niaoters.  "I  should  like,''  says  Mr. 
Sims  lleoves,  "to  make  a  short  digression, 
and  comiuent  on  the  gioat  evils  arising  from 
the  pntonsious  of  musical  quacks,  who  offer 
to  teach  singing  without  possessing  one  of  the 
necessary  qualidcations;  indeed,  I  could  count 
the  really  clever  professors  of  singing  im  my 
fingers.  A  carpenter,  house  painter,  or  any 
other  mechanii;  has  to  serve  an  apprentice- 
ship in  order  to  learn  his  craft,  but  all  that 
the  cli.-.rlatan  'professor'  of  singing  requires 
l*a  brass.door  plate,  and  an  unlimited  amount 
of  'cheek.' 

"Many  a  voice,  which  was  naturally  sweet 
and  sympathetic,  has  been  irreparably  ruined 
by  this  system;  yes,  and  1  regret  to  say,  the 
monstrous  evil  is  (growing,  by  reason  of  ad- 
vertisements, which  offer  unwai-y  musical 
aspirants  lessons  at  a  rate  less  than  is  paid 
for  the  most  ordinary  kind  of  mechanical 
labor.  With  teachers  professing  to  hold  con 
servatoire  diplomas  and  to  be  able  to  teacf* 
proper  production  of  voice  and  phrasing, 
within  a  given  time,  at  a  leas  price  than  ver- 
min powder  costs,  good  singers  ought  to  be 
plentiful,  but  unfortunately  the  reverse  holds 
good;  we  have  few  eminent  vocalists,  and  un- 
questionably it  is  not  for  tbe  lack  of  good 
voices."— Pall  Mall  Gazette.

ibram  .S.  Hewitt's  War  Serrloee. 

When  the  war  broke  out  Mr.  Hewitt  placed 
his  services  at  the  disposal  of  the  government 
at  Washington.  He  was  not  fltt«S  either  by 
nature  or  training  for  military  position,  but 
he  possessed  a  technical  knowledge  of  iron 
manufacture  and  remarkable  skill  in  diplo- 
macy which  made  his  sorN-fcea  of  far  greater 
<alne  to  the  government  than  If  he  had  been 
a  graduate  of  West  Point  or  Annapolis.  On 
two  occasions  he  was  sent  abroa<l  by  Presi- 
dent Lincoln  as  the  accredited  representative 
of  tbe  government.  On  both  occasions  ho 
was  the  1  earer  of  lettei-s  from  Secretary 
Stanton  to  Minister  Adams  in  London,  who 
was  directed  to  co-operate  with  Mr.  Hewitt 
in  everything  that  the  latter  did.  When 
Secretary  Stanton  cimo  into  ofiQce  he  lound 
himself  coufronted  with  a  great  civil  war 
and  discovered  to  his  consternation  that 
there  was  no  gmi  iron  made  in  the  country. 
The  position  of  tho  government  was  a  peril- 
ous one.  Mr.  Hewitt's  technical  knowledgt! 
of  tho  manufacture  of  iron  made  his  servicer 
in  this  juncture  of  great  value.  It  was  nec- 
essary to  have  tho  gun  bairels  made  here  and 
tho  secret  of  their  manufacture  must  be  dis- 
covered. 

Wlien  ho  arrived  in  England  Mr.  Hewitt 
adroitly  managed  to  eiTect  an  entrance  into 
the  gnu  iron  works  of  the  ilarshall  Iron  com- 
pany. Visitors  were  not  allowed  to  enter  the 
works  and  he  had  to  resort  to  strategy  m 
order  to  tifect  hi.s  purpose.  He  watched  tho 
process  of  making  gun  iron,  mastered  it,  and 
on  hla  return  home  introduced  it  into  tbe 
United  States. 

With  several  large  mills  under  his  control 
Mr.  Hewitt  immediately  set  to  work  to  make 
gun  iron,  and  with  such  success  that  he  pro- 
duced all  that  was  ased  during  the  last  three 
years  of  the  war.  lu  the  mafciug  of  this  gun 
iron  Mr.  Hewitt  extricated  tlv«  government 
at  Washington  from  an  szceeiiingly  embar- 
rassing position  and  enabled  it  to  place  arms 
quickly  in  the  soldiers'  hands,  ^'ot  only  did 
Mr.  Hewitt  make  no  profit  on  his  work,  but 
he  actually  incurred  a  heavy  loss.  The  secre- 
tary of  war  offered  to  secure  him  indemnity, 
but  Mr.  Hewitt  declined  it,  as  ho  also  did  the 
proposition  that  congress  should  tender  hi.TS 
a  voU)  of  toanics.— Now  York  Times. 


Sonie  of  our  readers  who  may  be  far  re- 
moTe(^^om  any  opportunity  of  gymnastic 
work  in  regular  gymnasiums,  may  feel  that 
there  is  little  use  in  their  trying  to  undertake 
such  work,  however  much  they  may  need 
physical  development.  But  they  are  mis- 
lakau.  If  one  really  is  in  earnest,  much  can 
be  done.  It  may  be  something  like  taking 
medicine,  for  certainly  there  is  less  fun  in 
home  exercise  than  in  the  gymnasium,  but  it 
will  soon  become  interesting  and  enjoyabl& 

One  of  the  first  and  most  important  things 
for  any  one  to  do  is  to  pat  into  your  lungs, 
several  times  a  day,  as  large  an  amount  of 
pore  air  as  possible.  On  th.is  depends  so 
mooh  the  absolute  oxygenizing  of  the  blood, 
which  oarries  nutriment  to  every  part  of  ths 
body.  The  amount  of  impure  air  which 
psople  are  willing  to  take  into  ':heir  lungs  is 
psTMotly  marvelous.  Half  a  dozen  peopla 
will  sit  in  an  ordinary  sized  room,  witli  one 
or  two  kerosene  lamps,  perhaps,  which  ar» 
sating  the  same  vital  principle  from  the  air 
that  the  lungs  need,  a  whole  evening,  with 
windows  and  doors  tightly  closed,  and  won- 
der why  they  feel  so  sleepy  or  headachey  I 
Could  they  be  required  to  measure  the  air 
oapcMity  of  the  room,  and  compare  it  with 
thA  amount  of  air  vitiated  by  one  person  in 
a  given  time,  they  would  be  surprised  to  find, 
perhaps,  that,  during  the  first  hour,  so  much 
oxygen  has  been  taken  from  the  air,  and  so 
mural  carbonic  acid  and  so  many  impurities 
thrown  mto  it,  that,  from  that  time  they  had 
baen  breathing  and  rebreathing  vitiated  air, 
which  each  respiration  renders  more  and 
mors  impure. 

A  PHTSIOLOOIOAL  KXPLAITATIOIT. 

Oould  they  only  watch  the  change  in  the 
flow  of  the  blood,  they  would  not  only  not 
wonder  they  did  not  feel  brilliant,  but  they 
would  be  astonished  that  the  brain  worked  at 
aU,  with  such  insufficient  nourishment.  The 
blood  that  flowed  freely  at  first,  and  of  a 
bright  scarlet  color,  would  gradually  grow 
more  sluggish  in  its  action,  and  the  color 
wonld  change  slowly  to  a  more  and  more 
pnrple  hue,  indicating  that  it  carried  lessand 
less  oxygen,  the  life  giving  principle,  and 
more  and  more  of  the  clogging  and  poison- 
ous elements.  It  is  unfortunate  this  process 
oannot  be  watched,  but,  if  you  really  want 
to  be  strong,  see  to  it  that  you  give  your 
bmgs  plenty  of  good  air,  slseping  and  wak- 
ing. 

Another  point  yoa  may  not  have  tbou^t 
at.  It  is  one  thing,  and  tbe  first  one,  to  have 
the  air  yon  want  to  breathe  pure  and  abimd- 
ant ;  the  next  thing  Is  to  know  how  to  take  it 
properly. 

"Why,  we  breathe  all  the  Ume,"  you  say. 

Very  true,,  but  most  people  breathe  very 
badly,  giving  only  th«  upper  cells  of  their 
longs  any  refreshment,  while  the  lower  cells 
are  panting,  so  to  speak,  or,  rather,  it  is  ths 
middle  cells  which  get  tho  most  nutriment, 
while  the  upper  and  lower  lack  it. 

In  ordinary  inspiration  the  lower  p^rt  of 
the  lungs  should  be  inflated  flrst,  and  tha 
upper  chest  should  move  little  or  not  at  all 
while  this  process  is  going  on,  a  certain  set 
of  muscles  is  constantly  at  work.  There  is 
another  set  that  is  not  needed  except  in  case 
of  foiced  inhalation  and  exhalation.  The 
lungs  need  this  extra  Seeding,  and  forced  in- 
halation and  exhalation  should  be  indulged 
in  two  or  three  times  a  day. 

Unless  you  are  sure  yon  are  a  good 
breather,  you  will  best  accomplish  the  d»- 
sired  end  by  lying  flat  on  your  back.  In  tUs 
position  the  hack  muscles  are  kept  stationary 
and  the  shoulders  held  down,  while  the 
diaphragm  will  more  surely  be  depressed. 
When  your  forced  Inspiration  is  taken  as  it 
should  be,  the  lower  chest  will  rise  strongly 
flrst;  then  the  side  muscles  will  swell,  caus- 
ing at  the  same  time  a  slight  depression  again 
in  front;  then  the  musclee  of  the  uppar  chest. 
Many  people  suck  the  diaphragm  up,  appar- 
ently, actually  making  the  lower  chest 
smaller.  Raise  the  lower  chest  muscularly 
first,  if  you  have  this  habit,  and  then  fore, 
the  breath  in. 

EXEBCISXS  KIR   THE  LDITGS. 

Hare  are  a  few  movements: 

Take  a  strong,  full  breath,  as  nearly  right 
as  may  be,  through  the  nostxils,  hold  a 
second,  and  expel  the  same  way.  Repeat 
several  times. 

Now,  inhale  strongly,  hold,  then,  making  a 
small  aperture  with  the  lips,  as  though  you 
were  going  to  whistle,  blow  it  out  vigorously, 
inhaling  again  the  second  it  is  out.  Repeat 
several  times,  and  you  will  probably  flud,  by 
the  time  you  have  taken  the  third  or  fourth 
breath,  you  are  breathing  properly ;  the  lower 
part  of  the  chest  will  move  normally  at  flrst 
while  the  upjwr  chest  will  move  later  with- 
out thought  on  your  part. 

Next,  take  a  strong  breath,  and  hold  it 
while  you  count  twenty,  then  gradually  in- 
crease the  count  to  forty  or  flfty.  Do  not 
repeat  this  more  than  twloe. 

Again,  take  a  full  breath  and  exhaust  very 
slowly.  Then  inflate  as  slowly  as  possible. 
Count  while  you  are  at  work,  thus  diverting 
your  mind  and  giving  you  An  opportunity  of 
testing  your  gain.  After  working  on  your 
back  long  enough  to  know  you  are  workfaig 
in  the  right  way,  try  the  same  movements 
standing,  raising  the  arms  at  the  same  time 
slowly  over  the  head. 

When  the  blood  is  circulating  freely  by 
this  process,  rise  vigorously  on  the  toes 
twenty  or  thirty  tmies,  increasing  as  you 
can;  then  lift  the  toes  strongly,  keeping  the 
heels  firmly  down ;  then  stoop  very  low,  sep- 
arating the  heels,  throwing  the  knees  well 
apart  an<l  out,  and  keeping  the  back  as 
Straight  as  possibla  This  will  keep  up  the 
circulation  and  develop  the  legs.— Mary  B. 
Allan  in  Youth's  Companion.

Cbicaoo,  111.,  Dec.  4  —A  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  board  of  education  have 
decided  to  refuse  the  offer  of  the  Patriotic 
Sons  of  America  to  present  to  the  body  a 
number  of  United  States  flags  to  be  hung 

in  the  schools  for  the  purpose  of  inculcat- 
ing thoughts  of  patriotism  in  the  pupils, 
on  the  ground  that  certain  elements  might 
be  antagonized  thereby  and  that  other  na- 
tionalities might  demand  the  display  of 
foreign  flags.  In  this  connection  it  is  an 
interesting  fact  that  every  member  of  the 
majority  is  of  foreign  birth  or  parentage.

Paris,  Dec.  4. — Despite  the  advice  of  the 
priests  and  the  efforts  of  the  government 
agents,  Prado  who  suffers  death  under 
the  gullotine  this  week  for  the  tnurJer  of 
Marie  Aquetant,  refuses  to  disclose  his 
real  name  or  antecedents.  The  story  of 
his  life  of  crime  and  murder  was  given  in 
these  dispatches  some  weeks  ago.  Accord- 
ing to  his  wife  he  was  born  ia  Mexico,  and 
is  the  son  of  Don  Luis  Linska  de  Castil- 
lion.  a  noble  of  high  degree.  On  the  other 
hand  it  is  stated  that  he  is  a  son  of  Don 
Ferdinant  Lsal  and  a  brother-in-law  of 
General  Ponfiro  Dia»  presi(^lent  ot  the  Mex> 
ican  republic. 

A  Promineut  TO^eddinK. 

Chicago,  Dec.  4.— The  wedding  of  Misa 
Grace  Farwell,  daughter  of  United  States 
Senator  Charles  B.  Farwell,  and  Dudley 
Winston,  son  of  Hon.  F.  H.  Winston  ex- 
minister  to  Persia,  will  be  solemnized  to- 
night at  the  Fourth  Presbyterian  church 
with  surroundings  of  consinerable  bril- 
liancy. A  large  number  of  invitations 
have  been  issued  and  numerous  guests 
from  the  east  arrived  this  morning.  After 
the  ceremony  there  will  be  an  equally  bril- 
liant reception  at  the  magnificent  Farwell 
mansion  on  Pearson  street  and  the  Lake 
front. 

Railroad  Magnates. 

Chicago,  Dec.  4.— Railroad  magnates  by 
the  score  are  in  this  city  today  for  the  pur- 
pose of  attending  the  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee on  uniform  classification.  There  are 
delegations  of  three  each  from  the  Trunk 
Line,  Central  Trafllc,  South  Western,  In- 
ternational and  trainscontinental  associ- 
ations, as  well  as  representatives  of  the 
New  England  and  Southern  Mississippi 
lines. 

Want  a  Place  for  Sewage. 
Chicago,  Dec.  4. — An  important  confer- 
ence of  delegates  from  every  town  between 
Chicago  and  Peoria,  including  Joiiet,  Otta- 
wa, Marseilles  and  La  Salle.opened  here  to- 
day for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
various  plans  proposed  for  a  new  water 
way  for  the  purpose  of  disposing  of  the 
sewage  of  the  city.  The  conference  is  being 
held  in  the  council  chamber,  and  will  result 
in  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to 
formulate  a  bill  for  presentation  to  the 
general  assembly. 

Found  Dead  in  a  Straw  St»ck. 

Leba.non.  lud.,  Dec.  4  —Excitement  is  at 
fever  heat  here  today  over  the  finding  of 
the  body  of  Doc  Montgomery  imbedded  in 
a  straw  stack  on  John  Kouth'a  farm,  four 
miles  west  of  this  city.  Montgomery  had 
been  missing  since  election  day.  He  was 
last  seen  in  a  drunken  condition,  and  it  is 
generally  believed  he  committed  suicide. 


FIOHT  BETWEEN  CHINESE. 

Rival    HiKhbindera   8hoot    to     Kill,    FoUp 
BeloK    Fatally  Hurt. 

Portland,  Oregon,  Dec.  4.— Today  a 
bloody  and  murderous  fight  took  place  it.' 
the  streets  of  this  city  between  factions  tjf 
Chinese  highbinders.  The  trouble  between 
the  two  crowds  has  been  brewing  for  some 
time.  Thursday  night  a  street  fist  fight 
occured  between  several  highbinders 
and  this  afternoon  a  sanguinary 
meeting  took  place  on  the  streets. 
About  twenty  Chinamen  all  armed  with 
pistols  participated  and  over  fifty  shots 
were  exchanged,  the  row  lasting  some  tin 
minutes.  Four  highbinders  were  shot  down 
and  two  others  badly  wounded.  The  four 
were  removed  to  the  receiving  hoepitul, 
where  one  died  very  soon  after.  The  other 
three  cannot  recovi  r.  Two  other  wounded 
men  were  carried  away  during  the 
fight  by  their  countrymen  and 
can  not  be  found  by  the  polce. 
Several  more  are  believed  to  have  been 
wounded.  Five  highbinders  have  been 
arrestfd,  charged  with  being  connected 
with  the  bloody  affair.  At  the  time  the 
streets  were  filled  with  crowds,  but  no 
spectator-  fortunately,  was  struck  by  the 
many  random  shots.  The  most  intense 
excit«ment  prevails  in  Chinatown,  where 
several  thousand  Chinese  are  congregated, 
and  it  is  feared  that  the  trouble  is  not  yet 
ended . 

STORY  OF  A  SILVER  WATCH. 

Ita  Theft  by  a   Palace    Car   Porter  Raines 
Nice  Point*  of  Law. 

PHII.ADELPHIA,  Pa.,  Dec.  4. — Harry  Lee, 
a  Pullman  palace  car  potter,  was  convicted 
this  morning  of  the  larceny  of  a  silver  watch 
the  property  of  JohnC.  Sheppard,  of  Wash- 
ington. He  was  released  on  bail  pending 
the  determination  of  a  law  point  raised, 
Lee  was  the  porter  of  a  car  which  was  char" 
tered  by  a  private  party  to  go  from 
New  York  to  '  Chicago  and  Mexico 
and  return  to  New  York.  When  the  car 
arrived  at  Chicago  on  the  return  trip,  John 

C.  Sheppard,  of  Washington,  who  waa  one 
of  the  party,  missed  a  small  silver  watch 
he  had  been  carrying  and  which  had  his 
name  engraved  upon  the  inside  of  the  case, 
ile  left  the  car  at  thit  point  and  informed 
the  porter  of  his  loss.  That  was  in  the 
early  pare  of  last  summer.  The  watch  was 
subse^iuently  traced  to  Lee's  possession 
through  a  woman  in  Philadelphia,  to 
whom  he  says  he  had  loaned 
it,  and  his  arrest  followed. 

The  point  of  law  raised  during  the 
trial  upon  which  a  decision  is  awaited  was 
as  follows:  The  car  in  which  the  watch  was 
missed  did  not  leave  Philadelphia,  hut  its 
point  of  departure  and  return  was  New 
York.  The  rules  of  the  company  are  that 
articles  found  by  the  porters  in  the  cars 
must  be  returned  to  the  comf>any  at  the 
point  of  departure  on  return  of  the  car  in 
which  the  property  is  found.  Therefore,  in 
this  case,  if  there  was  any  larceny  com- 
mitted it  was  either  at  Chicago  or  New 
York,  and  the  defendant  could  not  be  con- 
victed in  Pennsylvania,  for  he  had  violated 
no  law  of  this  state. 


RUN  DOWN  BY  A  FREIGHT 

Three  Pennsylvania  Coal  Uiners  SulTer 
Horrible  Ueallia. 
Johnstown,  Pa.,  Dec.4.— At  Summer  Hill 
last  night  at  12  c'clo.-k  Harry  Paul  and 
two  other  young  men  named  Orr  and  Pat- 
terson were  walking  home  on  the  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad,  when  a  freight  train 
coming  west  ran  over  them, 
first  intimation  of  the  accident 
given  when  several  engines  came  to 
maugb  with  blood  on  their  machinery, 
when  a  telegram  waa  sent  to  an  engineer 
coming  down  the  mountain  to  keep  a  sharp 
lookout.  The  three  bodies  were  subse- 
quently found  horribly  mutilated.  The 
men  lived  at  Summer  Hill  and  worked  in 
the  coal  mines.

that  the  confecsion  of  Reich,  given  on  his 
trial,  was  virtually  extorted  from  him  by 
counsel,  who  thought  his  etory  of  innocence 
would  not  be  believed.

A  Hew  Dry  Dock  of  Large   Size  now 

Ready  for  Businesg  in 

Duluth. 


DULUTfl'S     ISHPEMING     VISITORS. 


Who  Will  Arrive  Tonight.— A  Year 

of  Iron  Mining  On  Lake 

Superior. 


Grignon'e  new  dry  dock,  which  liaa  been 
building  on  Park  Point  for  eome  months, 
was  launched  today  The  dock  is  larger 
than  the  old  one  belonging  to  the  same 
man,  and  ia  the  largeet  on  Lake  Superior. 
It  will  give  Duluth  a  dry  dock  capacity  for 
lifting  any  small  veaael  clear  out  of  the 
water,by  the  use  of  both  the  new  and  old 
dock,  and      will  lift      either  end  of  most  of 

the  larger  vesaele,  so  that  ordinary  repairs 
can  be  made  to  their  bottoms,  forward  or 
■jft.  The  dock  is  of  the  ordinary  floating 
pattern,  with  high  chambers  reaching  up  on 
the  sides,  and  fitted  with  pumps.  These 
chambers  are  filled  with  water,  and  the 
structure,  thus  sunken,  floated  to  place; 
they  are  then  pumped  out  and  the  whole 
thing  rises.  The  new  dock  will  be  of  great 
value  to  Duluth  and  her  maratime  inter- 
ests, and  in  the  absence  of  extensive  dry 
dock  or  marine  railways,  will  do  good  ser- 
vice. 

There  ia  no  certainty  aa  yet,  concerning 
the  building  here  of  a  dry  dock  by  the 
Detroit  Dry  Dock  company,  as  published 
in  morning  papers.  The  matter  has  been 
in  contemplation  for  months,  testa  have 
been  made  of  the  soil  and  the  character  of 
the  bottom,  as  stated  last  summer  in  the 
Hekald,  but  no  decision  has  been  reached. 


Typhoid  Fever  in  New  Tork, 

New  York,  Doc.  4.— Typhoid  fever  ia  now 
raging  in  this  city  to  an  unusual  extent. 
While  the  records  of  the  board  of  health 
show  a  large  number  of  deaths  from  that 
cause,  they  tail  to  ahow  the  wide- 
spead  existence  of  the  disease.  Only 
the  fatal  cases  nre  reported  to 
the  city  authorities.  During  July,  August, 
and  September,  the  montlia  in  which  this 
fever  holds  carnival,  159  persona  died  of  it 
in  this  city,  and  no  one  knows  just  how 
many  cases  there  were  that  did  not  suc- 
cumb to  death.  In  October  there  were 
fifty-two  deaths,  and  in  November  thirty. 
The  total  number  of  deatha  up  to  laat  Sat- 
urday waa  .325  for  this  year — two  more 
than  during  the  whole  year  of  18S7,  just 
as  many  as  in  the  whole  of  1886,  and 
twenty-nine  more  than  in  1885. 

The  Railroad  Trnst  Fsllg. 
New  York,  Dec.  4.— It  ia  officially  an- 
nounced this  morning  on  Wall  atreet  that 
all  of  the  negotiations  for  the  aettlement  of 
railroad  troubles  west  and  southwest  of 
Chicago  have  been  broken  off,  and  the 
great  clearing  hoaae  plan  has  fallen 
through.  The  failure  of  the  clearing  house 
scheme  was  caused  by  the  opposition  of 
President  Hughitt,  of  the  Northwestern 
road.  

China's  Emperor  to   Wed, 

London,  Dec.  4.— The  formal  betrothal 
of  the  youthful  emperor  of  China  takes 
olace  today  at  Pekin.  On  the  5th  of  Jan- 
uary the  final  arrangements    will   be  made

There  will  be  about  fifty  in  the 
party,  all  of  them  well  known  business 
men  and  iron  miners  of  lBbi>emiDg,  and 
their  coming  marks  the  beginning  of  closer 
trade  relations  between  Duluth  and  neigh- 
boring towns  along  the  south  shore.  It  is 
the  leading  town  of  upper  Michigan,  with  a 
population  of  about  7,000,  and  is  the  cen- 
ter of  the  vast  iron  mining  region  of  which 
Marquette  and  Escanaba  are  the  outlets. 

LAKE   SUPERIOR     MINES. 

THE  LAnOEST  YEAH  IN  THEIR  HISTOBY — PULl.Y 
HALF  A  MILLION  TONS  OF    ORE  SHIPPED. 

Lake  shipments  for  the  season  are  prac- 
tically at  an  end,  and  the  figures  show  that 
the  Lake  Superior  mines  have  sent  more 
ore  to  market  by  water  this  year  than  in 
any  previous  year  in  their  history.  At 
this  date  a  year  ago,  says  the  Marquette 
Journal,  the  last  cargo  for  the  season  had 
gone  forward.     This  year'a  shipmenta   to 

date  are.  210,577  tona  in  exceea  of  that  to 
tal,  and  this  will  be  slightly  increased  by  a 
few  cargoes  yet  to  be  reported  from  Esca- 
naba. Compared  with  the  shipments  of 
1886,  the  difference  in  favor  of  the  current 
year  is  1,107,248  tons.  Rail  shipments 
this  year  are  known  to  be  larger  than  ever 
before,  ao  that  it  ia  entirely  sale  to  esti- 
mate the  output  of  the  Lake  Superior 
mines  for  1888  at  5,000,000  tons.or  about 
.300,000  tons  more  than  their  production 
in  1887. 

The  depression  that  prevailed  daring  the 
earlier  months  of  the  season,  and  the  im- 
provement that  set  in  later,  can  be  traced 
irom  the  following  figures,  showing  how  the 
shipments  of  this  year  and  last  compared, 
mouth  by  month.  On  June  1st  the  mines 
were  90,837  tons  behind  the  shipments  by 
water  on  the  corresponding  date  in 
1887;  on  July  1st,  161,095  tons; 
and  on  August  lat,  245,065  tor  a. 
The  reaction  then  set  in,  and 
September  let  saw  the  difference  in  favor 
of  laat  year,  reduced  to  222,887  tons.  By 
Octol)er  1st  it  waa  cut  down  to  180,880 
tona,  and  by  the  first  of  November  it  waa 
not  only  wiped  out,  but  a  gain  of  27,973 
tons  over  last  year  had  been  made. 

By  ranges  the  ahipments  are  as  follows: 
Marquette,  range,  1,815,402  tons;  Gogebic 
range,  1,229,337  tons;  Menominee  range, 
1,111,220  tons,  and  the  Vermillion  range, 
450,475  tons.

There  was  a  good  attendance  at  the 
council  last  night,  the  only  two^absentees, 
Messrs.  Costello  and  Davis,  being  both 
away  from  the  city.  A  large  number  of 
bills  were  ordered  paid,  including  improvo- 
ment  expenses,  clerk  hire  and  general  bills 
of  every  character.  Estimates  for  grading 
as  follows  were  received  and  referreJ: 
Wolf  A  Truax,  grading  Michigan  street  be 
tween  Eighth  avenue  west  and  the  western 
city  limit,  $9,564.37;.  Wolf  A  Truax,  grad- 
ing Michigan  street  between  Miller's  creek 
and  Twenty-fifth  avenue  west,  $1,154.74; 
Nicholson  &  Sang,  grading  Sixth  avpnue 
west  between  First  and  Fifth  s'reeta,  $1,- 
272  34.  The  board  of  works  stated  that 
planking  Railroad  street  would  cost 
$3,000  Sidewalk  contracts  were  let  to 
Colby     Smith     and     to    J.    C.     Morrison. 

The  fire  commissioners  advocated  the 
immediate  removal  of  the  buildings,  313 
and  315  West  Superior  street,  the  Howard 
house  and  Sullivan's  barber  shop,  recently 
damaged  by  fire.

Tho  tondeccy  c£  cil  writing  iu  our  own 
titua  is  to  the  hacts  cuJ  wasto  that  are  tho 
c'oi'sa  cf  good  sty!?.  Even  sa  excellent  a 
VTiter  OS  EIr.

L:u-rj:  cf  his  cL'orts  to  catch  tae  next  number 
oi'  tLa  nasaziao,  neglected  to  put  the  fiuisii- 
to^  touches  to  his  essays,  aud  was  caught  in 
the  same  toils  that  havo  marred  tho  work  of 
moss  of  bis  coutjmporaiics.

The  DtWcultipsi  of  UandllnK  a  Trato  ua 
Steep  Grades— Twenty  Degrees  B«low 
Zero— Braking  iu  a  Stomi  of  Rain,  Sleet 
or  Suow. 

The  disagreeable  features  of  a  freight 
brakeman's  life  are  chiefly  those  defienriing 
up<  n  the  weather.  If  he  could  perform  his 
duties  in  southern  California  or  Florida  in 
winter,  and  iu  the  northern  States  in  sum- 
mer, his  lot  would  ordinarilj'  lie  a  hajpy 
one,  though  the  annoyance  of  tramps  is  al- 
most imiversal  in  mild  climates,  and  in  nnny 
cases  takes  the  sliap«3  of  positive  dun;  ■  r. 
These  vagabonds  persist  in  riding  on  or  i.i 
the  cars,  while  the  faithful  trainman  miwl, 
according  to  his  instructions,  keep  them  ofi'. 
In  some  sections  of  the  country  they  will 
board  a  train  to  gangs  of  a  dozen,  armed 
with  pistols,  aud  dictate  where  the  train  shall 
carry  iheni. 

The  hardships  of  cold  atid  stormy  weather 
arc  Serious,  both  because  of  the  test  of  en- 
durance involved  aud  the  added  difficult  it's 
in  handling  a  train.  The  Wastinghouse  au- 
tomatic air  brake,  which  has  served  so  ad- 
mirably on  passenger  trains  for  the  last  fif- 
teen years,  has  only  recently  been  adapted 
and  cheai>ene<l  so  as  to  make  it  available  for 
long  freight  trains,  but  it  is  now  so  per- 
fected that  in  a  few  years  the  brakeiniui 
who  now  has  to  ride  on  the  outside  of  cars  in 
a  freezing  condition  for  an  hour  at  a  time 
will  be  privileged  to  sit  comfortably  in  his 
caboose  while  tho  speed  of  the  train  is  gov- 
erned by  the  engineer  through  the  instanta- 
neous ariiou  of  tho  air  brake.  On  the  steep 
roads  of  the  Rocky  mountains,  and  a  few 
other  hues,  this  brake  is  already  in  usa 

"BRAKING    BY    HAND." 

But  "brakiug  by  hand"  is  still  the  nile.  In 
running  on  ascending  grades  or  at  slow 
speeds  tbe  brakemeii  can  ride  under  co%-er, 
but  in  descend  ing  grades,  or  on  levels  when 
the  speed  is  high,  they  must  be  on  the  tops 
of  the  cars  ready  to  irtstantly  apply  the 
brakes,  for  the  reason  that  there  are  gene- 
rally onl)'  three  or  four  men  to  a  long  train 
weighing  from  500  to  1,000  tons,  whose  mo- 
mentum cainiot  be  aiTested  very  quickly.  In 
desceniling  steep  grades  only  the  most  con- 
stant and  skillful  care  prevents  the  train 
from  rushing  at  breakneck  speed  to  the  foot 
of  the  incline,  or  to  a  curve,  where  it  would 
be  precipitated  over  ati  emltankment  and 
crushed  to  splinters. 

As  soon  as  the  whole  train  has  got  beyond 
the  summit,  and  the  sT>eed  is  reduced  toa 
projrtjr  rate  by  theai>plication  of  the  brakes 
ou,  say,  one-third  or  one-half  the  cars,  it  will 
}>erhaps  be  I'oimd  that  one  or  two  brakes  too 
many  have  been  put  on,  and  that  the  train  is 
running  too  slowly.  Some  of  them  must 
then  be  ktoseued.  Oi'  perhaps  some  ai-o  set 
so  tightly  that  the  friction  heats  the  wheels 
uuduly  or  causes  them  to  slide  along  the 
track  instead  of  rolling;  then  those  brakes 
must  be  released  and  some  on  other  ears  ap- 
plied instead;  and  all  this  must  be  done 
(sometimes  for  an  hour)  when  the  tempera- 
ture is  'JO  degs.  below  zero,  or  the  wind  is 
blowing  a  gale,  just  as  under  more  favorable 
circumstances. 

A.V   UXPLEASAXT  SITUATIO:f. 

A  train  moving  at  twenty  miles  an  hour 
agaiust  a  wind  with  a  velocity  of  thirty 
miles  increases  the  latter  to  fifty,  so  far  as 
tho  brakemau  is  concerned;  aud  if  rain  or 
sleet  is  falling  the  force  of  it  on  his  hands 
and  face  is  very  severe.  If  we  add  to  this 
the  danger  attendant  upon  stepping  from  one 
car  to  another  over  a  gap  of  twenty-seven  to 
thirty  inches  In  a  dark  night,  when  the  cars 
are  constantly  moving  up  and  down  on  their 
springs  and  are  swaying  to  one  side  or  the 
other  every  few  seconds,  we  get  some  idea  of, 
though  we  cannot  realize,  the  sensations 
that  must  at  such  times  fill  the  minds  of  the 
men  whose  pleasant  berth  seems  so  enjoyable 
ou  a  mild  sutnnier's  day. 

And  this  is  not  an  overdrawn  picture  or 
the  worst  that  might  bo  given ;  for  rain  and 
snow  combined  often  coat  the  roofs  of  cars  so 
completely  aud  solidly  that  they  are  woi-se 
than  tho  smoothest  skating  pond,  and  mov- 
ing up'ji  them  is  attended  with  danger  at 
every  siWp.  Jiunping — it  cannot  he  called 
walking— from  one  car  to  another  is  in  such 
cases  positively  reckless.  The  brake  appai*- 
atns  will  in  a  snow  storm  be  coated  with  ice 
so  ra])idly  that  vigorous  aotion  is  required  to 
keep  it  in  working  couditiou.  Even  a  wind 
alone,  in  dry  weather,  sometimes  compels  the 
men  to  crawl  from  one  car  to  another,  grasp- 
ing such  projections  as  they  may.  The 
brakemau  who  forgets  to  take  hi»  rubber 
coat  and  overalls  sometimes  suffers  severely 
from  sudden  changes  of  temperattu-e.  1b 
spiing  or  fall  a  lively  shower  will  l)e  encoun- 
tered in  a  sheltered  valley  and  the  clothing 
will  be  completely  drenched,  and  then  within 
perhaps  half  an  hour  the  ascent  of  a  tew 
hundred  feet  brings  the  train  into  an  atmos- 
phere a  few  degrees  below  the  freezing  jwint, 
so  that  with  tbe  aid  of  the  wind,  fanned  by 
the  speed  of  the  train,  tho  clothes  are  very 
soon  frozen  :^tiff.— B.  B.  Adams,  Jr.,  in 
Scribner's  .Magazine. 


Fondltogs  and  Their  Parents. 

An  orjihan  cannot  be  committed  without 
something  betog  known  of  its  parents  or  their 
circumstances,  and  without  formal  pwpers  of 
transfer.  This  routine  exposes  many  frauds 
and  leads  managers  to  reject  thousands  of 
applicants  for  admission.  Managers  Uke  to 
boast  of  the  cases  they  have  rejected.  With 
foundlings,  nothing  of  the  sort  occurs.  The 
girl  whoso  yieldings  to  temptation  havo  made 
her  a  mother,  be  she  in  high  life  or  in  low, 
the  intemperate  who  prefer  to  use  their 
meai}s  for  drink  to  rearing  their  own  off- 
spring, the  society  f)eople  who  have  boasted 
that  there  will  be  tio  children  iu  their  families 
— one  aud  all — have  but  to  leave  their  off- 
spring as  naked  as  little  Moses  was  when  de- 
posited ut  the  Nile,  either  to  a  vacant  lot  or 
upon  some  handy  door  step.  Under  cover  of 
darkness  all  is  secret.  Either  a  policeman,  or 
tho  irate  citizen  whose  door  step  has  been  in- 
vaded, quickly  and  safely  transfers  the  waif 
to  an  asylum.  Tho  reminders  of  sin  aud 
folly,  as  well  as  the  bimlens  of  the  parents, 
havo  thus  been  put  far  away. 

Were  societ}'  organized  to  encourage  this 
very  business,  it  w  ere  imiKssible  to  arrange 
it  more  satisfactorily.  Cut  eternal  shame 
should  ri>st  upon  the  weak  mtoded,  benevo- 
lent jieople  who  by  their  ill  advised  altruism 
cultivate  such  degradation  in  society.  One- 
tenth  of  the  money  spent  to  detecting  [and 
punishing  these  parents  fOr  their  unnatural 
crimes  would  teach  society  the  needed  lessoiL

Mfew  YorlE's  Ulffh  Prteed  Land. 

The  possibilities  of  usefulness  to  society  to- 
berent  iu  laud  are-  dependent  for  develop- 
ment on  the  labors  of  individuals  or  of  cor- 
porations. The  greater  the  expenditure  of 
labor  the  higher  is  tho  estimate  of  value. 
This  is  tho  rule  of  civilization.  Land  has 
reached  its  highest  price  ou  this  side  tho  At- 
lantic in  the  lower  wards  of  New  York. 
When  tho  Drexel  building,  at  tho  southeast 
comer  of  Wall  aud  Broad  streets,  was 
erected,  tho  price  per  square  foot  of  tho 
ground  whereou  it  stands  was  the  highest 
paid  up  to  that  time.  When,  to  1883,  Wil- 
liam U.  Vanderbilt  gave  $40  per  square  foot 
for  the  lots  on  Fifth  avenue,  Fifty-second 
and  Fifty-third  streets,  on  which  tho  family 
mansions  stand,  that  was  the  highest  price 
ever  paid  for  residential  purposes.  For  store 
sites  on  Fifth  aveuue  165  per  square  foot  was 
paid  to  March,  1880.  D.  O.  MiUs  paid  $85 
per  square  foot  for  the  area  occupied  by  tos 
magnificent  building  on  Broad  street,  the 
Astors  $11X)  per  square  foot  for  Nos.  8  and  10 
Broadway,  and  the  Williamsburg  Flro  In- 
surance company  $115  per  square  foot  for  the 
site  of  their  equally  impressive  structure  on 
tho  noitheast  corner  of  Liberty  street  and 
Brood  way. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  the  old  Jumel  estate 
prices  rose  from  75  to  100  per  cent,  between 
1882  and  March,  188(3.  Tho  ceaseless  and 
costly  industry  of  tho  ccimmonweullh  will 
ifhdoubtedly  raise  prices  to  higher  figures 
and  entail  heavier  taxes  upon  owners.  "These 
will  continue  to  profit  by  the  unearned  tocro- 
ment  of  value;  to  sell,  mortgage,  donate  and 
bequeath  as  usual;  and  bow  this  can  or 
ought  to  Ix)  otherwise,  tmder  the  ordinary 
operation  of  demand  and  supply,  and  of  the 
natural  desire  of  possessors  to  make  the  best 
possible  uso  of  th«ir  own  property,  is  a  ques- 
tion that  tho  vast  majority  will  not  pause  to 
consider. — Richard  Wheatley  to  Harper's 
Magazine. 

Wliy  Organs  Are  Discordant. 

A  well  known  organist  in  Brooklyn  says 
that  he  Is  sometimes  blamed  for  using  bad 
combinations  when  tho  fault  lies  wholly  in 
tho  atmosphere.  Organ  pipes  are  affected  by 
cold  aud  heat,  aud  this  organist  says  that  ho 
has  kuo'wn  the  pitch  of  a  certato  stop  to  alter 
three-fourths  of  a  tone  in  a  few  hours. 
"Often,"  he  says,  "on  Saturday  mght  or 
early  on  Sunday  momtog  when  1  rehearse  I 
find  tho  instrument  iu  perfect  tune,  but  as 
soon  as  tbe  furnaces  are  stoked  up  and  a  big 
audience  assembles  the  thermometer  rises 
aud  the  pitch  of  some  of  my  pipes  rises  with 
It.  Commonly,  the  organ  btillder  allows  for 
this,  and  as  the  reeds  seldom  change  he 
pitches  them  a  trifle  high  in  order  to  allow 
for  atmospheric  sharping  of  the  other  stops; 
but  how  if  the  temperatiu-e  is  low  and  the 
other  stops  don't  change?  Then,  you  see, 
you've  got  a  discord  aud  you  have  to  shut  off 
the  reeds  altogether. 

"Dampness  and  other  changes  affect  organs, 
too,  and  it  is  distressing  when  you  are  play- 
ing smoothly  to  have  cue  of  the  notes 'cipher.' 
It  brtogs  j-ou  up  with  a  round  turn  and  yon 
have  to  stop  and  disengage  the  obstinate  kej^. 
Organ  playing  is  not  all  play.  I've  seen 
Dudley  Buck,  while  directing  a  i performance 
in  Steinway  hall,  writhe  when  the  organ 
struck  iu  aud  signal  to  the  orgauist  to  stop 
playing,  for  the  beat  oreaietl  by  the  audience 
and  the  gaslight  had  thrown  some  of  the  pipes 
entirely  off,  aud  the  result  was  a  horrible 
discoia.'"— Brooklyn  Ea£,le.

The  mercury  today  reached,  as  its 
minituum,  32  degrees  above,  early  this 
morning.  All  day  it  has  been  bright  and 
warm  with  a  northerly  breeze,  and  a  clear 
sky— Today  is  December  4th. 

The  Duluth  Telephona  company  is  busy 
putting  up  its  iustrumeuts  and  wires  in 
Superior  and  in  a  few  days  will  have  the 
work  completed.  A  central  office  at  West 
Superior  is  yet  to  be  locatad. 

A  meeting  of    the    Republican    club  was 
held  last  night.    A  committee    was  chosen 
to  draw  up  u  plan  for  permanent  organiza 
tion.    The  club   will   become    for    the  time 
being  moie  of  a  social  organization. 

Realty  transfers  yesterday  reflected  the 
rapid  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
realty  affairs.  They  numbered  21,  and 
aggregated  $71,885.  A  large  number  of 
the  sales  made  at  present  do  not  appear  in 
the  tiiings,  they  baing  made  on  contracts. 

Thirty-two  dwellings,  ranging  incosttroni 
$1,5(»0  to  $i,000  have  been  Jbuilt  in  New 
London  this  year.  Next  spring  will  see  the 
commencement  of  work  on  the  new$40,000 
hutel  of  the  Land  company  and  a  great 
many  fine  dwellioga.  The  goverment  hatch- 
ery begins  operation  about  January  first.

The  reading  is  to  be  given  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Young  People's  Society  of  Christian 
Endeavor. 

Owing  to  the  non-arrival  of  a  piece  of 
m-ichinery  connected  with  the  tracklaying 
machine,  work  wa«  not  begun  at  Cloquet 
yesterday  in  laying  track.  It  is  expected 
that  it  will  be  commenced  today  without 
fail,  and  this  afternoon  there  will  be  fully  a 
m\U  ironed.  The  work  will  be  done  by 
machinery. 

The  new  electric  company  did  not  start 
yesterday  as  was  announced  in  the  Tri 
bune.  but  will  probably  be  ready  for  busi- 
ness tonight  or  in  a  day  or  two.  A  new 
fifty  horse  power  high  speed  engine  has 
been  put  in  and  a  500  light  United  States 
incandescent  dynamo  is  ready  for  business. 
A  new  smoke  stack  is  being  raissKl  today. 

At  the  rook  cut  at  Sixth  avenue  east  and 
First  street  a  mass  of  rotten  rock  was 
struck  extending  up  from  the  bottom  of  the 
cut  10  or  15  feet  or  nearly  half  the  height 
of  the  cut.  This  is  taken  out  by  pick  and 
shovel,  and  the  drill  and  dynamite  is  used 
but  seldom.  Part  of  this  deposit  was  cov- 
ered by  solid  rock  while  part  on  which  the 
workmen  are  now  busy,  is  composed  of 
iarge  blocks  seamed  and  broken,  many  of 
which  can  he  pried  off  with  a  lever.  The 
formation  of  these  rocks  is  very  peculiar 
and  unusual  the  rotten  stone  being  entirely 
different  from  that  found  broken  up'  in  frag- 
ments in  other  portions  of  the  city. 

There  will  be  a  session  of  the  Duluth  & 
Winnipeg  Railroad  company  next  week 
Wednesday  to  transact  important  busi- 
ness. It  is  probable  that  the  question  of 
continuing  the  work  of  grading  during  the 
winter  will  be  settled  at  the  meeting.  Owing 
to  the  fact  that  for  many  miles  from  the 
present  end  of  grade  the  work  is  very  light, 
averaging  but  a  few  feet  till,  and  that  it  is 
largely  through  swamps,  which  will  be 
frozen  solid  and  render  winter  work  diffi- 
cult and  expensivrt,  it  is  not  considered 
probable  that  any  grading  will  be  cone 
until  spring.  During  the  winter  the  right 
of  way  cutting  will  b»  pushed  rapidly.

Some  Totals  That  Will  be  Shown  by 
the  Improvement  Rec- 
ord of  18S8. 

AMlLLIOHDOLim  OYER  LAST  YEAR. 


A  Grand  Total  of  $5,125,000  Spent 
mall  Classes  of   Perma- 
nent Improvements. 


While  the  record  ot  buildingd  and  other 
permanent  improvexnenta  in  Duluth  in 
188&  is  not  yet  lully  completed,  the  can- 
vaua  made  by  the  Heraeu  sbowd  a  most 
{ratifying  increase  over  a  year  ago.  'Ti8 
true  that  the  padt  year  has  been  one  ol  un- 
uaual  difflcultieti,  among  them  the  tariff  ex- 
citement and  the  presidential  election, 
both  of  which  bore  hard  on  the  Northwest 
and  Duluth.  There  ia  probably  no  section 
of  the  country  more  interested  in  tariff 
laws  and  a  proper  protection  to  iron  and 
steel  industries  than  Duluth  and  the  agita- 
tion regarding  this  might  well,  and  did, 
have  its  effect  on  the  material  advance- 
ment of  the  city.  Duluthians  can  there 
fore  point  with  an  unusual  feeling  of  pride 
to  the  record  of  the  year,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  an  approximation.  The  full  and 
detailed  record  will  appear  later. 

In  1887  the  buildings  alone  of  the  city 
cost  $2,901,000  and  numbered  775,  be- 
sides alterations;  this  year  they  will  cost 
$3,150,000  and  number  nearly  1100,  in- 
cluding'of  course, iu  this  report,  the  suburbs 
of  New  London  and  West  Duluth,  as  last 
year.  In  1887  municipal  improvements 
made  a  total  of  $542,000,  while  this  sea- 
son they  will  be,  should  good  weather  last 
three  weeks  longer,  $900,000.  Last  year 
the  railroads,  the  Gas  A  Water  company, 
the  Electric  Light  company  and  the  Street 
Car  company  spent  an  aggregate  total  of 
$770,000,  while  the  present  year  these 
same  organizations,  the  railroads  includ- 
ing the  work  of  the  Eastern  and  Terminal, 
the  electric  light  business  including  two 
companien,  and  other  enterprises 
properly  coming  under  this  list, 
will  make  a  total  less  by  $30,000  than 
1887,  or  $710,000;  the  greatest  and 
in  fact  the  only  decrease  in  this  list  is  the 
one  item  o\  railroads  which  have  found  it 
necessary  to  do  but  half  as  much  as  last 
year.  In  manufacturing  and  kindred  indus- 
tries,however, is  the  most  gratifying  increase 
of  all.  Springing  from  but  a  few  thousand 
dollars  in  1887,  the  total  of  buildings 
erected  for  manufacturing  purposes  in  1888, 
will  foot  up  a  total  of  $220,000  already 
spent,  and  three  times  as  much  more  iu 
progress  for  next  year's  expenditures  for 
completing  building  and  putting  in 
machinery.  The  totals  as  given  above 
aggregate  for  1887  $4,294,000,  for  1888 
$5,010,000.  There  are  also  a  number  of 
smaller  industries,  such  as  the  Dulutb 
Telephone  company  whose  expenditures  in 
the  year  have  been  very  large,  the  various 
stone  quarries  fur  improvements,  dock  and 
school  bui  dings  part  of  which  are  not 
above  enumerated,  'which  will  swell  the 
grand  total  to  fully  $5,12.5,000. 

It  is  needless  to  add  that  the  outlook  for 
1880  is  for  a  great  increase  on  even  this 
enormous  total. 


PATIENCE    EXHAUSTED. 


The   Judges  ;  in  the  Parnell    Comiuisslon 
Becoming     DItiguited. 

London,  Dec.  0. — New  rumors  affecting 
the  Parnell-Times,  commission  are  obtain- 
ing currency  almost  everj  other  day. 
The  latest  is — and  it  comes  from  a  source 
entitled  to  credence,  that  the  judges  com- 
posing the  commission  hays  about  tired  of 
the  endless  array  of  stale  facts  that  the 
Times  has  presented  concerning  local  out- 
rages and  they  are  seriously  considering  the 
desirability  of  suspending  the  investigation 
until  communication  can  be  had  with  the 
government.  One  of  the  judges  remarked 
in  court  the  other  day  that  hardly  a  scrap 
of  evidence  had  so  far  been  presented  that 
had  not  previously  appeared  in  one  form 
or  another  in  the  public  press  and 
that  at  the  present  rate  the 
enquiry  might  last  for  years.  Justice  Han- 
nen,  too,  is  decidedly  disgruntled  and  dis- 
Kostei  over  the  prospect  and  hence  the  ru 
mor  alrendy  referred  to  is  regarded  as  hit- 
ting very  close  to  the  mark.  It  is  conceded 
that  BO  far  the  proceedings  have  been  de- 
cidedly favorable  to  the  Parnellites  and 
were  it  not  for  the  immense  expense  iu- 
▼olved  the  latter  would  V>e  glad  to  see  the 
proceedings  continued  indefinitely  on  the 
ground  that  every  day's  evidence  would 
add  to  their  vindication.  They  are  con- 
siderably reassured,  however,  by  private 
dispatches  from  the  United  States  which 
give  assurance  that  ample  funds  will  be 
forthcoming  whenever  needed. 


HENRY  GEORGE  TALKS. 

H«  la   tb«    Central    Figure    Iu    a   London 
Land  Meeting. 

London,  Dec.  6.— Henry  George  was  the 
principal  speaker  today  at  the  land  reform 
meeting  held  in  the  Tabernacle,  and  was 
accorded  an  enthusiastic  reception.  Later 
he  attended  a  reception  given  by  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Parker.  Yesterday  he  was  present 
at  two  conferences  upon  the  same  subject. 
Tomorrow  he  is  booked  for  another 
gathering,  and  on  Saturday,  pretty  well 
worn  out  with  the  labors  of  the  past  ten 
days,  he  will  sail  for  the  United  States.  He 

has  declined  the  offer  of  a  farewell  bamiuet 
which  was  tendered  him  by  a  i^umber  of  his 
influential  admirers,  and  has  manifested  a 
disinclination  to  be  lionized  ever  since  liis 
arrival. 


Ulnem  and  Knighta, 


Columbus,  Dec.  0.— Whether  or  not  the 
miners  shall  part  company  with  the 
Knights  ot  Labor  is  the  important  ques- 
tion to  be  settled  at  today's  session  of  the 
Miners  National  Federation.  The  states 
represented  in  the  gathering  are  Ohio, 
Illinois,  Pennsylvania,  Indiana,  Virginia 
and  Alabama.  The  question  comes  up  in 
the  form  of  a  proposition  to  consolidate 
the  Federation  with  Miners  District  As- 
sembly  135  of  the  Knights.  This  has  been 
under  discussion  for  two  years  and  if,  as  is 
likely,  it  is  defeated,  the  probabilites  are 
that  a  new  organization  will  be  created. 
This  will  absorb  the  existing  ones  and  con- 
sequently separate  the  miners  from  the 
Knights.  Another  important  matter  to 
be  considered  is  the  yearly  scale  which 
goes  into  existance  next  February.   . 

The  Parnell  Fight. 

London,  Dec.  6. — Upon  the  reassembling 
ot  the  Parnell  commission  today,  Patrick 
MoUoy,  who  had  been  arrested  at  Dublin 
tor  refusing  to  obey  a8ubp<rnacalling,'upon 
him  to  give  evidence,  was  brought  before 
the  justices,  who  committed  him  to  prison 
ai  til  further  orders.  Justice  Hanner  inti- 
mated that  the  commission  propostMl  to 
take  Molloy's  evidence  tomorrow. 


CARELESS   EXPLODING. 

CABKLESS   HANDLIMi    OF    BLASTUiO    POWDKB 
AND  DYNAMITE  CACSRS  MOKE   ACCIDENTS. 

As  long  as  dynamite  and  other  explosive 
compounds  are  used  in  and  about  Duluth 
explosions  resulting  from  ignorance  of  the 
nature  ol  the  stuff  or  from  arrant  careless- 
ness will  be  cure  to  occur  with  considerable 
regularity.  Only  a  few  days  ago  a  foreman 
of  blasting  work  on  East  First  street  was 
killed  by  fooling  with  burning  dynamite 
cartridges,  and  the  memory 

ot         Duluthians  will  call  up 

dozens  ot  accidents  more  or  less 
fatal  in  the  past  year  or  two.  Ju  all, 
no  lesA  tbau  ten  men  have  met  with  thtir 
death  here  in  twelve  muntlid. 

Yesterday  a  bl.xs'  on  East  First  street 
threw  a  2ton  fragment  of  rock  into  the 
residence  of  John  Monagban,  doing  con- 
siderable damage  to  the  dwelling,  while  this 
morning  a  more  serious  accidest,  by  which 
two  men  may  lose  their  lives,  occurred  at 
one  of  the  camps  on  the  Duluth,  South 
Shore  &  Atlantic,  east  of  the  city.  There 
is  a  large  grader's  cnmp  on  the  road  at  the 
crossing  of  the  Omaha  tracks,  east  ot  Su- 
perior, and  considerable  heavy  wprk  is 
being  done  near  it.  The  report  ia  that 
large  pieces  of  rock  from  a  premature  or 
insufficiently  covered  blast  were  hurled 
through  the  air,  and  injured  two  workmen 
very  severely,  if  not  fatally.  Both  have 
limbs  broken,  and  are  otherwise  mangled. 

In  view  of  all  the  accidents  occuring  and 
liable  to  occur  to  users  of  dynamite  some 
provisions  should  be  made  by  law  for  its 
more  careful  use.  A  law  oi  ordinance  is 
needed  that  will  prevent  its  use  by  ignor- 
ant persons  and  will  hold  foremen  and  con- 
tractors responsible  for  loss  of  life  or  injury 
to  person  or  property  that  may  result 
from  explosions.  Such  an  ordinance,  is 
urgently  demaniedin  Duluth  where  the 
danger  from  the  careless  use  of  dynamite  is 
ever  present,  eni  to  such  an  ordinance 
should  be  coupled  a  clause  rigidly  restrict- 
ing the  storing  of  sxplosives.  There  are 
stored  in  the  central  business  portion  of 
Duluth  explosives  enough  to  blow  the  whole 
city  to  kingdom  come  and  the  present  or- 
dinance against  this  does  not  seem  strong 
enough  to  stop  it.

City  Ol  Mexico,  Dec,  C— Iho  Boletin,

of  the  greatest  of  American  cities,  should 
not  lay  at  the  door  of  an  adjoining  na- 
'  ion  a  fault  that  it  is  all  its  own.  The  ar-

A    CONTINENTAL    ACCIDENT 


A  Serious  Bailway  Accident  in  the   8o«th 
of  France— Xo  Particulars. 

Pabis,  Dec.  6.— An  accident  has  occurred 
on  the  railway  between  Marseilles  and 
Toulon.  It  is  believed  that  the  accident 
was  attended  by  very  serious  results,  and 
that  a  number  of  persons  were  killed, 
among  them  several  Americans.  No  par- 
ticulars can  yet  be  learned  of  the  railway 
bureau. 


GETS  THE  ATCHISON- 

A  Report  that   Jay  Oould  has  Secnred    a 
Plum  in  the  Santa  Fe  Road. 

Chicago,  Dec. 6. — The  rumor  is  current  on 
the  board  of  trade  that  Jay  Oould  has 
secured  a  controlling  interest  in  the  Atchi- 
son, Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  railroad,  which 
has  until  now  been  owned  almost  entirely 
by  Boston  capital. 


Iowa  Will  Have  a  Place, 

Washington,  Dec.  6.— Despite  the  denials 
and  counter  denials  that  have  besn  made 
there  are  good  grounds  for  the  statement 
that  a  cabinet  portfolio  has  been  oBered  to 
Senator  Allison,  ot  Iowa.  This  informa- 
tion comes  from  a  close  friend  of  the  Iowa 
senator,  who  adds  that  from  what  he 
knows  he  thinks  it  hardly  possible  that 
the  senator  would  accept.  The  same  gen- 
teleman  is  responsible  for  the  statement 
that  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  General  Har- 
rison that  Iowa  should  be  represented 
among  his  advisers  and  that  next  to  Sena- 
tor Allison  he  looked  with  extreme  favor 
upon  J.  F.  Clarkson,  of  Des  Moines,  whom 
he  regards  as  a  representative  leader  in 
western  republicanism.  It  is  believed  here 
that  Clarkson  will  be  in  the  cabinet. 


The  Telegraph  in  Colombia. 

New  York,  Dec.  6.— Some  time  ago  the 
Columbia  government  advertised  for 
tenders  for  the  construction  of  an  exten- 
sive telegraph  system  in  that  republic. 
The  period  for  submitting  proposals  ex- 
pired last  night  and  inquiry  today  at  the 
office  of  the  Colmobian  consul  developed 
the  fact  that  some  thirty  tenders  had  been 
received.  They  will  be  first  examined  by 
the  consul  and  sent  to  the  home  govern- 
ment with  his  recommendations.

Wasiiixoton,  Dec.  6. — Mr.  Mills, chairman

What  little  trading  there  has  been  today 
has  been  almost  entirely  in  May  wheat 
which  opened  J^c  off  from  yesterday's  cluf- 
ing  prices,  ruled  slow  and  irregular,  ad- 
vancing )i^c  on  the  early  trading,  followed 
by  a  drop  of  ^c.  About  noon  business  was 
resumed,  by  small  transactions  at 
^c  above  the  last  deals,  with 
last  trading  at  a  break  of  \. 
so  that  the  close  was  easy  at  the  opening 
figures.  Cash  wheat  was  very  dull  and 
neglected,  juat  at  the  close  sales  were  re- 
ported of  No.  1  hard  at  122.  No.  2 
northern  at  98c.  Rejected  at  tjlc.  De- 
cember closed  nominally  at  124  without 
trading. 

May  opened  at  128;^,  followed  by  sales  at 
128)^.  from  which  point  it  dropped  to  128, 
it  sold  at  1283^  with  129  bid,  and  no  sel- 
lers for  some  considerable  time.  Chicago 
in  the  meantime  commenced  breaking  and 
we  followed  suit,  letting  down  to  128^, 
where  we  closed. 

CCRB  NOTES. 

"The  estiipation  of  wheat  receipts  in 
Minneapolis  is  peculiar,''  said  a  well-in- 
formed broker  yesterday.  "The  cars  are 
shunted  hither  and  yon,  and  often  counted 
twice  over.  Cara  reported  on  the  side 
tracks  are  a  variable  quantity  that  is 
rarely  if  ever  reckoned  properly." 

From  Minneapolis  came  a  goodly  grist 
of  wheat  news.  Inquiry  among  elevator  men 
and  millers  developed  the  fact  that  coun- 
try reserves  were  about  6,000,000  bushels, 
as  against  20,000,000  bushels  a  year  ago, 
and  that  half  ot  the  reserve  was  of  poor 
quality.  About  (500  cars  were  rejected, 
out  of  900  received,  as  being  away  below 
contract  grades. 

The  report  that  three  boat-loads  ot 
wheat,  oats  and  flour  had  been  loaded  at 
San  Francisco  for  Australian  points  and 
one  boat  load  taken  for  Calliao,  waa  used 
by  the  bulls  with  good  effect.  Considering 
the  fact  that  Australia  does  not 
harvest  her  crop  until  January,  and  that 
its  present  condition  is  unknown,  there 
seems  to  be  nothing  particularly  sensa- 
tional in  the  taking  of  breadstuffs  to  sup- 
ply the  present  demand.

la  regard  to  food,  the  evidence  is  so  uni- 
formly oneway  that  those  who  advise  a  sim- 
ple diet,  and  thoee  who  cry  out  against  meat, 
must  either  hold  their  theories  to  be  above 
facts  or  give  them  up.    There  is  certainly 
nothing  "simple"  about  the  diet  of  a  New 
England  f ai^mer.  It  consists  of  salt  and  fresh 
pork  and  boef  and  all  sorts  of  common  fish 
and  vegetables,  almost  always  poorly  cooked, 
and  pies  aud  cakes  of  the  most  indigestible 
sorts.    The  food  is  "plain,"  truly,  and  gives 
tho  digestive  organs  (an  abundance  of  work 
to  do,  but  it  is  not  such  food  as  a  theorist 
would  recommend  to  one  who  desired  to  live 
near  up  to  the  century  mark.     Tea  and  coffee 
havo  certainly  proved  that  they  do  not  tend 
to  shorten  Ufe,  even  if  they  do  not  prove  that 
they  help  to  prolong  it.    Tho  generally  ac- 
cepted theory  in  relation  to  stimulants,  that 
in  excess  they  are  not  life  sustaining,  receives 
strong  support.    Tobacco  appears  to  prove 
itself  harmless,  at  least  on  the  temperament 
of  these  iieoplo.     Whether  it  be  a  help  to  live 
long  requires  other  evidence. 

While  the  farmers  of  New  England  and 
their  wives  ai-o  a  cleanly  people,  they  aro  not 
much  given  to  bathing.  This  neglect  may 
not  have  prolonged  their  existence  or  made 
them  more  healthy,  but  it  is  to  be  presumed 
that  it  has  not  cut  off  many  years  or  caused 
much  disefise.  Neither  are  tho  members  of 
these  households  well  informed  in  relation  to 
sanitary  matters.  They  know  little  of  tho 
unseen  dampness  to  which  the  human  system 
is  so  constantly  exposed,  and,  knowing  littlo, 
care  little.  May  not  this  be  an  influence  in 
favor  of  a  prolonged  existence,  paradoxical 
as  tho  supposition  may  seem  i— Clement  M. 
Hammond  in  Popular  Science  Monthly.

preme power."  She  has  exi^osed  her  children 
to  accidents,  which  tlirough  no  effort  of  their 
own  can  they  escape.  She  has  also  fixed 
penalties  for  voluntary  transgression  and 
violatiun  of  her  laws.  But,  beyond  that,  in 
her  infinite  mercy,  she  has  established  a  law 
of  compensation  for  all  unfortunates  who 
suffer,  and  nowhere  else  is  its  application 
more  clearly  evident  than  in  the  victims  of 
physical  inipairmonta.  She  has  provided 
that,  witain  cei-tain  limiU,  if  any  part  of 
the  system  or  function  of  man  becomes  de- 
ranged or  disabled— unable  to  do  iu  work 
properly— other  parts,  through  their  reserve 
power,  shall  do  additional  work,  and  so  com- 
pensate for  the  infirmity. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  heart  When  dis- 
ea.'te,  say  of  t  bo  valves,  first  l)«>s:ins  to  show 
Ifc^elf ,  at  onca  other  changes  in  that  organ 
commence  to  obviate,  in  u  great  measure,  the 
imperfection.  In  using  a  pump,  if  the  valves 
are  sound,  less  effort  is  required  by  us  than 
If  they  are  imperfect,  and  allow  some  of  the 
water  to  fall  back  into  the  well.  Inasmuch 
as  they  are  ineflicient,  just  so  much  harder 
wo  must  work  and  take  so  many  more  strokes 
of  the  pump,  if  wo  would  keep  up  the  same 
flow  of  water  which  ve  could  raise  if  the 
valves  were  in  perfect  condition.  Sd  it  is 
when  the  valves  of  the  heart  io  not  close 
tightly,  but  allow  some  of  tho  blood  to  re- 
cede; it  must  labor  all  the  harder.  For  such 
a  condition  as  this  nature  has  provided.  She 
causes  tho  walls  of  the  heart  to  grow  thicker, 
and  hence  makes  that  oreaa  more  powerfuL 
By  thus  compensating  for  tho  valvular  dis- 
ease, tho  general  condition  of  the  person  may 
for  a  long  time  be  but  littlo  changed  Ho 
may  even  enjoy  comparatively  good  health 
for  years,  and  his  infirmity  only  he  discov- 
ered by  accident. 

This  law  of  compensation  Is  clearly  evi- 
dent in  what  are  called  hunchbacks.  As  a 
rule,  they  aro  so  frail  looking  one  wonld  n^  t 
expect  them  to  be  able  to  fight  severe  d  ;- 
ease,  and  yet  they  have  a  resistant  and  rer.  - 
five  power  which  is  simply  wonderful. 
Strong,  robust  children  taken  down  with 
disoaso  often  succumb  when  these  deformed 
imfortuuates,  prostrated  with  an  attack  of 
the  same  and  of  equally  severe  type,  recover. 

Where  there  are  two  liko  organs  in  the4 
body,  if  ono  Is  injured  the  other  takes  on  a 
greater  activity  and  strength,  and  assumes 
additional  burden.  If  ono  lung  is  crippled 
by  an  accident,  in  time  the  other  may  be  so 
changed  it  will  do  very  well  the  work  do- 
signed  for  both.  Cases  are  not  infrequent 
where  ono  kidney  has  become  absolutely  use- 
less, and  has  even  been  removed,  and  yet  the 
person  suffered  little  or  none,  apparently, 
from  its  loss.  This  law  of  compensation  the 
physician  and  surgeon  "meets  at  every  turn" 
as  he  labors  for  ills  patients.  It  is  ono  on 
which  he  must  rely  much.  We  havo  said 
that  perfection  of  health  is  purely  ideal;  that 
It  never  actually  exists.  The  average  man  is 
far  from  tho  enjoyment  of  perfect  health. 
Were  human  bodies  transparent,  there  would 
be  revealetl  abnormalities  in  all,  and  even  in 
Bomo  of  those  apparently  fairly  well  there 
would  be  found  diseases  which  it  would  seem 
must  soon  prove  fatal,  and  yet  the  victims  of 
them  resist  death  for  years. 

It  is  a  popular  belief  that  If  the  lungs  once 
become  oven  in  a  slight  degree  affected,  con- 
sumption is  stire  to  result,  and  yet  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  there  is  scarcely  a  person  living 
who  has  perfectly  healthy  lungs.    Nearly  all, 
if  not  aU,  havo  some  time  or  other  during 
their  lives  suffered  from  trouble  in   those 
important   organs,   which  have  healed  and 
become  perfectly  sound  again.     The  extent 
to  which  tho  liver  may  be  diseased,  and  yet 
the  general    health   remain  fairly   good,  is 
something  to  marvel  at     For  in.'itance,  cir- 
rhosis ot  tho  liver,   or,  as  it  is  sometimes 
called,  "gin  liver,"  is  a  degenerative  change 
in  that  organ,  which.  If  not  arrestetl,  which 
is  rarely  possible,  ultimately  destroys  it  and 
life.     The  disease  is  usually  very    far  ad- 
vanced before  the  victim  fully  realizes  that 
he  is  failing  in  health.    The  other  organs  in 
the  system  do  tho  liver's  work,  and  its  par- 
tial loss  is  scarcely  felt      Diseases  of  the 
itomach,  as  a  rule,   soon   make  themselves 
apparent,  and  yet  somo  remain  concealed,  or 
their  presence  is  merely  suspected,  tor  years. 
Physicians  who  aro  employed  as  examiners 
for  insurance  companies,   endowment  socie- 
ties aud  tho  like  will  testify  that  diseases  ot 
the  kidneys— as  Bright's  disease— are  in  very 
many  cases  first  disclosed  by  their  analysis, 
and  while  the  victims  believe  themselves  to 
be  in  good  health,  never  having  had  a  symp- 
tom which  led  them  to  even  suspect  that 
dread  complaint 

And  so  wo  might  go  on,  calling  attention 
to  each  organ  of  the  body  separately,  and 
telling  how  little  evidence  of  even  serious 
impairment  is  sometimes  offered  to  the  vic- 
tim. Were  this  condition  of  things  changed, 
did  nature  less  faithfully  observe  her  law  of 
compensation  and  conceal  existing  infirmi- 
tie.«,  it  might  bo  better  for  some,  but  certainly 
not  for  others.  "Where  ignorance  is  bliss," 
etc.  It  is  sometimes  well  that  we  should  not 
know  our  weaknesses.  If  wo  were  tho  victim 
of  an  iucurable  disorder  many  of  us  would 
prefer  to  live  on  iu  ignorance  until  the  fact 
dawned  upon  us. 

There  are  but  few  diseases  which,  if  recog- 
nized eai-ly  and  proper  treatment  is  applied, 
cannot  be  permanently  arrested,  if  not 
wholly  cured.  None  is  more  dreaded  than 
consumption;  yet  that  disease— popularly 
supposed  to  be  fatal— can  positively  be  cured 
if  taken  in  time.  Those  who  do  die  of  it 
rarely  consult  a  physician  until  "too  late," 
being  kept  back  from  doing  so  through  fear 
of  being  "told  the  worst;"  they  prefer  the 
condition  of  doubt  to  that  of  a  grave  cei> 
tainty.  One  who  is  deaf,  and,  still  more  so, 
ono  blind,  excites  intense  pity  in  alL  Still, 
specialists  in  diseases  of  the  ear  and  eye  will 
testify  that  in  almost  all  their  Incurable  cases 
tho  victims  aro  long  sufferers  before  they 
seek  relief.  Truly,  "procrastination  is  the 
thief  of  time,"  and  when  health  is  threat«ied 
there  aro  but  few  who  do  not  give  evidence 
that  this  grievous  fault  for  once,  at  least,  U 

theirs. 

Aawe  havo  said,  the  average  man  Is  com- 
pelled to  travel  through  life  in  a  condition  of 
health  far  below  the  perfect  standard.  The 
deviations— the  allmenta— are  not  only  in 
very  many  instances  self  inflicted,  but  they 
can,  in  a  great  measure,  be  overcome.  The 
one  fault  lies  deep.  The  knowledge  of  how 
to  live,  to  husband  our  forces,  and  to  keep 
ourselves  near  the  ideal  state— perfection  of 
health— should  be  engrafted  into  our  natures 
m  early  youth;  it  should  be  among 
lessons  taught  us. 
the  first  that  we

TEA    GATHERING    IN    INDIA. 

CooUe  Women  Plucking  the    Leaf— In  the 
Withering    House— Femtentation. 

The  five  grades   of    Indian   teas— broken 
Orange  Pekoe,    broken    Pekoe,  Pekoe,  Pekoe 
Souchong  and  Souchong— are  all  procur(,xl 
from    the    same  plant.      When  a    shoot  is 
plucked  from  a  tea  plant  it  bears  three  or 
four  leaves  and  a  bud.     The  smallest  bud 
and  leaf  on  the  stalk   make  the  finest  teas, 
and   the  lower  leaves  on    the  stalk,  when 
sifted,  make  the  coarser  kinds  of  tea.     The 
coolie  women,  who  are  constantly  employed 
from  April  to  December  plucking  the  leaf, 
are  mustered  between   5  and  0  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  and  then  go  out  to  tho  portion  of 
the  garden  where  the  laaf   is  quite  ready  to 
be  plucked,  which  is,  as  a  rule,  once  every 
eight  days.     At   11   o'clock   the  women  are 
brought  in  to  weigh  their  forenoon's  leaf, 
and  get  leave  to  hare  food  and  a  rest  till  1  p. 
m. ,  when  they  go  out  again  and  come  in  for 
the  day  at  0  p.  m.  On  au  average  day  women 
will  pluck  thirty  to  forty  pounds,  which  they 
carry  in  baskets  on  their  backs,  with  a  strap 
on  the  head,  which  leaves  them  both  hands 
free  to  pluck  the  leaf  from  the  plants,  which 
after  three  or  four  years  grow  to    be  large 
bushes. 

The  leaf,  when  brought  in  and  weighed,  is 
carried  up  into  tho  lofts  by  the  women  to  the 
factory  men,  who  are  told  off  to  spread  it  on 
withering  traps  or  "chulnies,"  which  aro 
placed  in  tiers  all  along  the  length  of  the 
withering  house,  which  allows  of  the  leaf 
getting  the  quantity  of  air  required  to  wither 
it  properly  for  manufacture  next  morning. 
As  a  rule,  when  tho  wen thor  is  favorable  for 
withering,  tea  nianut'ai;  are  begins  at  o  a.  m. 
The  leaf  is  put  into  rolling  machines,  which 
are  made  with  such  perfection  that  the  mo- 
tion of  tht*  hand  rolling— used  in  all  tea  gar- 
dens bei'ore  machinery  was  adopted — is  now 
obtained  by  the  use  of  cranks  and  cog  wheels. 
The  leaf  is  given  a  light  or  a  heavy  pressure, 
according  to  the  scatoit  is  hi  during  the  time 
it  is  iu  tho  rolling  machine.  It  is  then  taken 
out  and  spread  on  fermenting  tables  to  get 
the  necessary  fermentation,  which  gives  the 
tea  the  red  coppery  color  infused  tea  leaves 
have. 

After  getting  the  proix?r  fermentation,  the 
leaf  gets  a  s.!Cond  roll  of  short  duration  to  fix 
the  color  of  the  fermentation.  The  second 
roll  being  linished,  the  rolled  leaf  is  taken  to 
the  drying  machines  to  bo  dried.  Tho  most 
skilled  factory  hands  work  these  machines, 
and  they  give  the  leaf  the  proper  amount 
of  drying,  which  gives  tho  tea  the  black  color 
as  you  see  it.  The  tea  is  now  ready  to  bo 
sifted  into  tho  different  grades.  After  the 
whole  tea  has  been  put  through  a  tea 
breaker,  it  is  then  passed  through  a  sifting 
machine— a  long  revolving  cylindrical  frame, 
with  tho  varied  sizes  of  wire  meshes  attached 
to  it,  worked  at  a  slight  angle,  so  that  tho 
tea  as  it  revolves  falls  through  the  different 
meshes,  under  each  of  which  are  sheets  which 
convey  the  tea  into  boxes,  each  grade  of  tea 
being  kept  separate.  The  tea  is  now  ready 
for  a  final  drying  before  packing.— Cor. 
North  British  Advertiser.

Macon,  Mo.,  Dec.  7.— Another  pitched 
battle  occured  at  Bevier  Wedneeday  night 
between  the  Swedes  who  work  coal  mine 
No.  1,  and  unemployed  or  striking  miners, 
which  lasted  until  an  early  hour  in  the 
morning.

It  will  add 
four  eight  foot  hoisting  drums,  a  very  large 
size,  and  t  wo  feet  greater  than  any  heretofore 
in  use,  two  large  Corliss  engines,  each  with 
cylinders  18  48  inches,two  aircompressors, 
each  capable  of  running  30  No. 3  compressed 
air  drills,  and  five  steel  boilers  6x18  feet  in 
size.  There  will  be  little  besides  the  above 
mentioned  improvements  made  to  the  ma- 
chinery plant  of  the  company,  though  the 
electric  light  plant  will  be  extended  and 
increased.  Further  additions  will  be  made 
to  the  out  tracks  and  three  or  four  pockets 
each  with  a  capacity  of  400  tons  of  ore 
will  be  built. 

During  the  past  year  the  mine  has  made 
machinery  improvements  consisting  o^  four 
0  feet  hoisting  drums  with  the  necessary 
engines  and  steel  boilers,  Jind  additional 
pumps.  There  has  also  been  put  in  a  new 
oiBce,  hospital  for  injured  employees,  and 
large  extensions  made  to  railroad  tracks. 
Five  shafts  have  been  sunk  from  100  to 
200  leet.  • 

The  machinery  demands  of  this  mine 
show  the  field  for  the  establishment  at  Du- 
luth of  a  large  foundry  for  the  manufact- 
ure of  mining  and  hoisting  machinery.  The 
Minnesota  is  not  the  only  mine  on  the 
range  and  as  time  goes  on  other  new  com- 
panies will  rapidly  soring  into  existence, 
all  demanding  large  outlays  for  machinery. 
Duluth  should  supply  this  demand,  and  it 
would  keep  a  large  foundry  employing  100 
or  more  men  busily  at  work  year  after 
year.  Perhaps  Secretary  Phelps  could  put 
in  a  little  time  to  advantage  in  pushing 
this  development.  It  certainly  would  pay 
full  as  well  as  some  other  things  the  cham- 
ber is  engagad  in.

At  the  First  Presbyterian  church  lact 
night  the  Presbytery  of  Duluth  was  organ- 
ized. Amonh  those  from  away  who  atten- 
ded were  Maurice  Edwards,  D.  D.,  of  St. 
Paul,  who  was  appointed  to  preach  the  in- 
stituting sermon,  A.  W.  Ringland,  D.  D.,  of 
the  First  church,  Duluth;  Revs.  T.  M. 
Findley,  of  the  Second  church;  E.  N.  Ray- 
mond, Tower;  W.  A.  Fleming,  this  city;  J. 
L.  Johnson.  Two  Harbors;  J.  A.  Paige,  N. 
P.  Junction;  also  Eiders  John  C.  Hunter, 
First  church;  E.  K.  Williams.  Second 
church:  F.  A.  Watkine.  N,  P.  Junction,  and 
John  R.  Smith;  Two  Harbors. 

Dr.  Rinvland  was  made  moderator  while 
J.  A.  Paige  was  made  cleik.  After  the 
moderator  had  been  instructed  to  appoint 
standing  committees.  Dr.  Edwards  deliver- 
ed the  sermon.  His  text  was  taken  from 
Lukexix,  13:-  "Occupy  till  I  come,"  He 
spoke  of  the  duty  and  power  of  the  Presby- 
terian church  of  today,  of  the  possibilities 
for  the  future  in  the  second  century  of  or- 
ganized Presbyteriasm  in  this  country.

THE  GRAIN   SITUATION. 

A  OONSEBVATIVE  NOBTRWESTKBN  VIEW  OF  THE 
WHEAT  SITUATION.  WHBBE  I*  THE  QOOD 
WHEAT  TO  COME  FBOM  f 

One  of  the  most  conservative  grain  firms 
in  the  Northwest,  located  at  Minneapolis, 
writes  a  Duluth  correspondent  as  follows: 
"I  send  you  some  statistics  I  have  been 
carefully  gathering  today.  They  are  cor- 
rect, and  I  give  them  as  follows:  Last  year 
at  this  time  we  had  in  store,  Minneapolis 
7,434,000  bushels  wheat;  Duluth,  3,416,- 
000  bushels;  making  a  total  of  10,850,000 
bushela.  This  year,  at  the  same  time,  we 
have,  Minneapolis,  5,954,734  bushels;  Du- 
luth, 570,900  bushels;  a  total  of  «, 354,582 
bushels;  a  decrease  of  4,314,480  bushels 
from  last  year  in  the  two  places.  Then  in 
the  elevators  in  the  country  we  had  at  the 
same  time  20,000,000  bushels,  while  this 
year  we  have  only  8.600,000,  a  decrease  of 
11,400,000  bushels  from  last  year,  making 
a  grand  total  of  15,714,480  bushels  less 
wheat  in  store  here,  at  your  city, and  int  e 
country,  than  we  had  last  year  at  this  time. 
Of  the  stocks  in  the  country  it  is  safe  to  es- 
timate that  25  per  cent  of  the  wheat  is  not 
fit  for  milling  purposes.  For  the  months 
of  Sej^tember  and  October  of  this  year,  in- 
spection here  showed  that  46  per  cent  of 
the  total  amount  of  wheat  received  graded 
below  No.  2.  At  Duluth  the  rate  was  bet- 
ter but  not  much.  If  these  statements  are 
true,  and  they  are,  as  I  have  been  espec- 
ially careful  in  the  gathering  of  them,  where 
is  the  good  wheat  to  come  from  when  the 
millers  are  ready  to  start  up  their  mills, 
which  must  come  sooner  or  later?  Re- 
ceipts here  today  are  338  cars,  and  from 
what  I  can  gather  from  the  general  super- 
intendent of  the  Manitoba  road,  which 
brings  in  the  great  bulk  of  the  wheat  for 
this  place,  receipts  in  the  country  have 
dropped  off  50  to  60  per  cent,  and  instead 
of  cars  being  difficult  to  get  they  have  more 
cars  than  there  is  demand  for,  and  that 
the  increased  receipts  on  their  road  the 
last  week  has  been  occasioned  by  the  clear- 
ing up  of  side  tracks  in  the  country,  where 
they  have  held  considerable  wheat.  I  only 
can  find  one  lot  of  100  cars  on  the  entire 
road  yet  to  come  In  of  this  reserve,  and  it 
looks  to  me  that  at  the  end  of  this  week  we 
will  see  the  last  of  these  large  receipts."

Adams  A;  Co.    This  statement  is  probably 
the  first  intimation  to  most  Duluth  people 
that  any  such  move  was  in  contemplation, 
but  Mr.  Adama  was  in  Duluth  a  few  weeks 
ago  looking  over  the  field  and  he  since  then 
made  lotfers   for   five   acres   of    property 
near       Broadw'y       and      the       county 
road,      north    y  A       the     West      Duluth 
depot         whicL        has         been        accep- 
ted by  the  West  Duluth  Land  company, 
and  be  came  in  yesterday  evening  ready  for 
business,  accoDipanied  by  his  foreman,  J. 
Cochran.    The  business  to    be  undertaken 
is  that  of  manufacturing  a   general  line  of 
hardwood    interior    finish    for  the  better 
class  of  dwellings,  for  offices,  banks,  hotels, 
etc.,  as  well  as  the  making  of  sash,  doors, 
blinds,  mouldings    and    other  wood  work. 
The  firm  is   amply  backed   by  capital,  and 
is  comprised  of  men  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  their  business,    who  came    to  Duluth 
because  they  believe  it  to  be  the  best  loca- 
tion for  a  geoaral  distributing  point  lor  the 
Northwest  in  their  line  that  could  be  found. 
Plans  are  already  drawn  for   the   build- 
ings of  the  concern.    They  include   a  main 
factory  three  stories  high  and  50x112    feet 
ground  size,  built  of  wood  with    an    engine 
house   30x60    adjoining,    and    dry  kilns, 
ware  houses,  etc.,  occupying  a  greater  part 
of  the  five  acres  in  the  site.    Foundations, 
says  Mr.  Adams,  will  be    in    place,    should 
there  be  any  weather  at  all  decent,  in  two 
weeks,  while  the  factory  will  be   ready   for 
business  in  April  or  May.

The  company    will  endeavor  to 
supply  the  demand  of  the  country  tributary 
to  Duluth  aa  well  as    their    share  of  town 
trade,  in  the  lines  they  will    manufacture 
and  there    would  seem    little  doubt  of  the 
field  for  such  an  enterprise.

City  of  Mexico,  Dec.  6.— Ihe  Bol«tin, 
newspaper,  the  organ  of  the  postal  au- 
thorities of  Mexico,  brings  serious  charges 
against  the  American  postal  authorities, 
accusing  them  of  great  negligence  and  care- 
lessness in  sending  mails  on  long  routes, 
and  especially  on  those  routes  leading  to 
interior  places  in  Mexico.  The  Bulletin 
claims  that  the  recent  troubles 
with  the  delivery  of  American  mails  in 
Mexico  have  been  owing  entirely 
to  this  carelessness,  and  intimates 
rather  strongly  that  the  administration 
that  is  unable  to  cope  with  postal  robbers 
in  the  most  traveled  routes  of  its  own 
country,  and  with  inefficient  services  in  one 
of  the  greatest  of  American  cities,  should 
not  lay  at  the  door  of  an  adjoining  na- 
tion a  fault  that  it  is  all  its  own.  The  ar- 
ticle in  question  is  evidently  the  emana- 
tion of  authority  in  the  Mexican  govern- 
ment.

The  report  comes  from  Washington  that 
Senator  Sabin  is  not  loaing  any  slsep  over 
the  senatorial  congest.  If  he  does  not  sar- 
priae  Mr.  Washbcrne  and  hia  over  oon4- 
dent  newspapers  when  the  nosee  are 
counted  in  the  legislature  we  will  miss  our 
gue^a. 

Idaho  has  named  one  of  its  tallest 
mountain  peaks  "Mount  Harrison'"  in  hon- 
or of  the  i)reHident  elect.  "Harrison  Seed- 
ling" is  the  name  given  by  an  enthusiastic 
West  Virginia  RepbHcan  to  a  choice 
variety  of  apple  that  matured  for  the  first 
time  last  month.  The  boy  babies  named 
Benjamin  Harrison  are  innumerable  in 
every  state  and  territory  of  the  country. 


The  Minneapolis  Star  says:  "Col, 
Graves,  in  St.  Paul  last  night,  conceded 
that  the  chances  are  against  hia  election  to 
the  speakership,  and  that  the  situation  ia 
rather  Morganesqae  in  its  aspect.  He  is 
disposed  to  find  fault  with  the  Hennepin 
and  Ramsey  county  delegations  because 
of  their  refusal  to  make  him  any  pledges. 
He  thought  it  ought  to  be  Minneapolis,  St. 
Paul  and  Dnlath  against  the  country." 

President  Cleveland  alone  ia  responsible 
for  the  cruel  and  disgraceful  eviction 
scenes  in  Iowa.  Senator  Allison  secured 
the  passage  of  a  law  for  the  relief  of  these 
settlers  and  Cleveland  vetoed  it.  The  land 
company.that  has  been  declared  the  legal 
owner  upon  technicalities, neyer  performed 
the  service  that  was  to  be  a  compensation 
for  these  lands.  Cleveland  and  Salisbury 
are  the  great  evictora  in  the  old  world  and 
new.  Let  the  responsibility  rest  where  it 
belongs. 

Although  California  gave  Harrison  a 
plurality  of  8,207,  he  Democrats  carried 
the  legislature.  The  senate  stands.  Demo- 
crats, 23;  Republicans,  16;  vacancy,  1; 
House,  Democrats,  42;  Republicans,  33.  Of 
the  senators  in  the  odd-numbered  districts 
voted  for  November  6,  the  Republicans 
secured  13  and  the  Democrats  7,  but  the 
latter  had  16  hold- over  senators  and  the 
Republicans  4  (one  of  whom  died  recently.) 
The  legislature  will  not  vote  on  United 
States  senator. 


In  a  bill  introduced  in  congress  yester- 
day was  a  provision  which  made  it  illegal 
to  employ  any  but  American  citizens  on 
public  works.  Such  a  law  would  be  justi- 
fiable. If  a  foreigner  coming  to  this 
eonutry  does  not  take  advantage  of  the  op- 
portunity afforded  him  to  become  an 
American  citizea  he  should  not  be  given 
employment  by  the  government  iu  any 
positiou  or  be  permitted  to  be  employed 
by  government  contractors. 


SENATOR  INCALLS  ON  THE  RACE 
QUESTION. 

Senator  Ingalls  has  been  interviewed  on 
the  race  question  at  the  south.  He  con- 
sid'-rs  it  the  most  important  question  in  our 
politics  and  believes  that  the  change  from 
slavery  to  freedom,  from  subordination  to 
legal  eijuality,  has  complicated,  instead  of 
Btmpliutd,  the  situation.  So  far  from 
solving  the  fatal  problem  it  has  added 
new  ditliculty  and  dacger.     He  continues: 

"Whtther  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  the  ne- 
gro tac«<s  are  homogeneous,  I  do  not  pre- 
tend to  say,  but  the  evidence  is  clear  that 
the  mnlattoes  are  disappearing  in  the  South 
The  bl'icka  are  growing  blacker,the  whites 
are  growing  whiter.  This  shows  that  the 
connection  between  races  while  the  bUoks 
were  enr^laved  was  not  voluntary  on  their 
part  and  is  ceasing  with  their  freedom. 
Neither  is  it  disputed  that  the  mixed  race 
came  from  the  union  of  black  mothers 
with  white  fathers,  and  not  of  white  moth- 
ers with  black  fathers.  The  etbnulogical 
inference  from  thia  ia  irresiatable.  The 
black  rac-j  is  not  only  growing 
blacker,  bnt  it  is  increasing  num- 
erically much  more  rapidly  than  the 
white  race.  This  is  a  fact  of  ominous  sig- 
nificance and  adds  to  the  gravity  of  the 
issue.  Ho  intelligent  man  intends  longer 
to  deny  that  tiie  blacks  are  not  permitted 
to  vote  in  many  states  south  of  the  Ohio 
and  Potomac,  where  they  are  in  the  ma- 
jority; or  if  they  vote  their  ballots  are  not 
counted.  It  ia  admitted  that  fur  some 
reason  or  othtr  they  would  as  a  rale  vote 
against  the  whites  if  left  to  their  own  im- 
pulses. Whether  this  is  the  race  antago 
uism  of  which  I  have  spoken,  and  is  casual 
and  temporary,  I  do  not  know.  I 
suapect,  however.  that       is        a 

permanent  condition.  The  pretext  upon 
which  soSrage  ih  denied  the  blacks  in  the 
sooth  18  that  the  race  is  not  capable  of 
self  government,  and  that  its  supremacy 
would  result  in  the  digradion  and  destrac- 
ton  of  society  and  the  state.  I  don't  dis- 
trust the  sincerity  or  candor  of  the 
Southern  whites.  They  probably  believe 
what  they  affirm,  bat  I  have  no  doubt  they 
have  deliberately  determined  to  eliminate 
the  negro  from  their  politics,  and  upon  the 
ground,  they  reason,  of  their  superior 
intelligence,  wealth  and  morality  the 
whites  must  remain  supreme."

The  new  line  from    Mandan  to  the  Black 
Hills  at  Rapid  City  has   been  surveyed.

the  output  of  Black  Hills  ore  would  supply 
heavy  traffic  to  Duluth  and  the  east  via 
Lake  Superior.  It  is  stated  that  the  pro- 
ject also  includes  a  branch  from  some  point 
at  the  corner  of  the  reservation  to  Miles 
City. 


The  Northwestern  Railroader  has  consid- 
erable to  say  rej{ardiDg"sink  boles"on  tracks 
of  northwestern  roads.  It  gives  a  number 
of  instances  where  such  holes  haveoccured, 
on  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth,  Kansas  City, 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis,  Northern  Pa- 
ciflc,  Milwaukee  &  Northern  and  other 
roads  in  this  section.  The  opinion  of  rail- 
road men  is  that  these  sink  holes  are  the 
result  of  a  filling  over  of  old  lakes  and 
ponds  by  a  mass  of  weeds  and  earth  which 
in  the  course  of  ages  becomes  apparently 
solid,  andremainsso  until  disturbed  bv  the 
continual  running  of  heavy  trains  or  the 
driving  of  piles,  etc.  This  opinion  is  prob- 
ably correct  as  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  state  on  the  lines  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Raoge  and  Duluth  &  WinnipfK 
this  identical  process  of  covering  and 
filling  can  be  seen  Roing  on  at  the  present 
day  in  all  its  different  stages,  from  the  little 
lake  but  partly  or  entirely  covered  with 
moss  and  leaves  to  the  floating  muskeg  or 
the  apparently  more  solid  level  swarjp. 
The  writer  has  tested  many  of  the  latter 
with  poles  and  found  the  earth  a  mere  cov- 
ering over  water.  On  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  Ely  extension  there  has  been  con- 
siderable trouble  from  this  same  cause, 
and  a  bank  twelve  feet  high  and  half  a  mile 
lona  sunk  to  the  level  of  the  swamp  last 
spring.  A  steam  shovel  and  train  of  gravel 
cars  was  half  the  season  fillinz  it.  It  was 
this  that  delayed  sbipmeiitH  from  the 
Chandler  mine. 

Already  winter  shipments  of  ore  from 
Marquette  mines  to  Ohio  furnaces  have  he- 
gun.  The  Queen  and  Buffalo  mines  are 
now  Bending  ore  to  the  Hocking  Valley  fur- 
naces via  the  Duluth,  South  Shore  &  At- 
lantic, the  first  consignments  being  now  on 
the  way.  Gondola  cars  are  used  to  trans- 
port the  ore,  these  answering  the  purpose 
better  in  the  winter  than  the  regular  ore 
cars.  This  is  the  same  method  in  use  by 
the  Iron  Range  road  in  present  ship- 
ments.

AViout  two  weeks  ago  suit  wa«  entered  in 
t  lie  diBtrict  court  ot  St.Louis  county  against 
the  stockholder*  of  the  now  defunct  Duluth 
Life  Society,  to  recover  the  insurance  on 
the  life  of  Mrs.  Mary  Fry,  a  policy  holder 
in  the  company.  From  facta  now  in  the 
postieesioa  of  the  Evknino  Hkkald,  and 
which  are  given  below,  it  is  not  probable 
that  this  suit  will  ever  trouble  the  otock- 
holders  of  the  company,  or  that  similar 
suits  instituted  against  other  companies, 
in  which  the  worthy  Mrs.  Fry  was  insured, 
numbering  fifteen  or  twenty,  will  ever  be 
pushed,  tt  will  be  remembered  that  a  few 
years  ago  an  excitement  was  raised  among 
insurance  men  in  the  eas*  regarding  the  de- 
velopment of  what  was  known  aa 

ORAVKYABD   I.N80RANCE, 

and  that  developments  showed  there  had 
been,  especially  in  certain  central  portions 
of  Pennsylvania,  particularly  near  Harris- 
burg,  a  wholesale  system  of  defrauding  in- 
surance companies  by  obtaining  risks  on 
the  lives  of  tiie  dead  and  dying,  and  by  this 
traffic  with  the  grave,  of  the  reaping  of  a 
large  reward  by  relatives  of  the  insured. 
The  revolting  details  of  the  business  were 
expo»e>l.  and  it  was  for  the  time  crushed 
out,  only  to  reappear  on  what  seemed  a 
convenient  opportunity. 

An  it.torefttiuB  case  of  this  class  of  fraudu- 
lent life  insurance  was  recently  discovered 
and  expoxed  by  Mr.  J.  K.  Magie,  of  this 
city. who  has  returned  from  the  east  after  a 
ten  moutlis  absence.  Soon  after  the  Du- 
luth Life  Society  had  commenced  opera- 
tions two  years  ago  the  secretary  re- 
ceived applications  from  Samuel  Fry  and 
hs  wife  Mary  Fry,  of  Markelsville,  Pa.,  to 
become  members  and  receive  the  protection 
of  insurance  The  necessary  blanks  were 
forwarded  and  in  due  time  they  were  re- 
turned proi>erly  tilled  out.  with  medical  ex- 
amination, and  all  conditions  seemingly 
complied  with,  even  to  the  sworn  state- 
ments of  a  notary  as  to  the  identity  of  the 
pa  ties  ^>igDiIJS  the  blanks  and  the  recom- 
mendation of  prominent  parties  in  the 
Pennsylvania  village, among  them  the  post- 
mastHr,  phyeiciau  and  a  capitalist. 

In  a  few  riionths  after  the  acceptance  of 
the  risks  by  the  Duluth  company,  which 
trtm  no  doubt  glad  to  secure  business  from 
such  a  distance,  and  after  the  payment  of 
the  first  assessments,  notice  was  received 
that  Mary  Fry  had  gone  the  way  of  all 
Uesh  and  had 

SUDDENLY  DIED  ' 

v>I  apoplexy.  A<ain  the  necessary  blaiks 
were  forwarded  and  in  due  time  they  were 
i>et-..rued  w  th  all  the  proofs  usually  re- 
»juir,-d  in  such  cases.  By  this  time  the 
papers  in  the  case  had  come  under  the  ob- 
servation of  Mr.  Magie,  father  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  society  He  studied  them  care- 
fully and  reached  the  conclusion  that  it 
was  a  mere  conspiracy  to  defiaud  the 
society.  He  was  employed  to  investigate 
the  matter  and  left  Duluth  to  explore 
country  around  about  Markelsville 
interview  some  of  the 
abouts. 

Markelsville  is  situated  in  Perry  county, 
about  nine  miles  from  Kewport,  the  nearest 
railroad  point.  It  is  only  a  cross-roads 
village  coutaining  a  postoBice,  a  village 
store  and  a  church.  Harrisburg,  the  state 
capital,  lies  twenty-six  miles  beyond  New- 
port, ileaching  it  Mr.  Magie  now  as- 
sumed the  role  of  a  Pinkerton 
detective.  Ho       did       not      shave    off 

bis  whiskers  or  wear  a  wig,  but  he  dropped 
his  last  name  and  hailed  from  Brooklyn. 
The  state  library  was  visited  and  county 
histories  which  related  to  Markelsville  and 
Perry  county  explored.  Copious  notes 
were'made  of  every  name  which  had  ap- 
peared in  the  papers  connected  with  the 
Fry  case  and  was  to  be  found  there  or  at 
the  office  of  the  adjutant  general.  Mr. 
Magie  returned  to  Newport  and  in  a  day  or 
two  thereafter  in  the  guise  of  a  pension 
claims  Agent  was  perambulating  the  hills 
and  viilloys  which    lie  about  Markelsville. 

in  the  meantime  he  had  obtained  two  or 
three  valuable  points  confirming  his  theory 
of  fraud.  He  knew  that  Mrs.  Fry  was  also 
insured  for  a  small  amount  in  the  Old  Peo- 
ple's Insurance  company  of  Elkhart,  Ind.

The  conspiracy  usually 
included  the  postmaster,  a 

physician,  a  justice  of  peace,  a  capitalist, 
anil  a  backwoods  preacher.  It  was  away 
from  the  railroad,  "the  aggregate  amount 
of  insurance  would  be  large  but  placed  in 
small  amounts  in  several  companies.  It 
would  not  pay  to  send  an  agent,  corres 
pondence  with  the  postmaster,  justice  of 
peace  or  preacher  would  be  entirely 
factory  and  thus  the 
paid.

St.  Paul  Dispatch:  The 
of  the  superintendent  of  the 
institutions  at  Faribault,  made  yes- 
terday, contains  proof  of  facts  which  have 
a  deep  social  significance.  Lineal  con- 
sanguinity has  been  established  as  present- 
ing an  uncontrollable  barrier  to  the  allow- 
ance of  intermarriage  between  persons  re- 
lated to  each  other  as  closely  as  in  the 
fi'rst  or  second  degree.  But  the  practice  of 
such  intermarriages,  or  of  inter- 
marriages among  persons  bearing  collateral 
kinship  toward  each  other,are  far  from  be- 
ing rare,  and  are  openly  countenanced  and 
approved  by  those  who  choose  to  ignore 
the  patent  fa«tsof  physiological  scienDe 

The  statistics  of  the  report  in  question 
show  that  of  twenty-four  families  repre 
sented  in  the  schools,  there  are  from  one  to 
six  children  in  each  aiUicted  with  deafness, 
and  that  in  every  ease  the  parents  were  re- 
lated before  marriage.  In  fifteen  of  such 
families  whereof  the  parents  were  first 
cousins,  there  are  in  all  twenty  deaf  child- 
ren Two  of  such  families  are  represented 
each  bv  two  deaf  children,  and  one  family 
by  four  such  children.  Going  lower  down 
in  the  scale  of  consanguinity,  the  report 
shows  that  there  are  four  deaf  children 
in  the  institution  of  three  families  whose 
parents  were  second  cousins,  and  six,  out 
of  four  families,  whose  parents  were  third 
cousins. 

Toe  laws  ot  the  several  states,  in  varying 
measure,  recognize  the  objection  to  such 
marriages,  and  many  of  them  go  so  far  as 
to  delare  null  and  void  marriages  solemn- 
ized among  persons  within  certain  prohib- 
ited degrees.  The  prohibition  is,  however, 
designed  to  reach  the  cases  where  the  mar- 
riages are  said  to  take  the  character  of 
incestuous  unions. 

Even  among  those  who  a  few  years  ago 
would  not  be  expected  to  give  any  atten- 
tion to  such  matters,  a  feeling  has  grown 
up  that  the  observance  of  the  laws  of 
natural  selection  can  be  safely  ignored  in 
the  reproduction  of  the  human  species. 
The  higher  development,  physical  and  spir- 
itual, of  the  race  demands  that  this  tend- 
ency should  be  encouraged  and  that  the 
choice  of  marital  partners  should  no  longer 
remain  uncontrolled  by  considerations  af- 
fecting the  physical    and    moral  welfare  o! 

(ftspring.  .  ..  , 

The  kindly  and  beneficient  operations  of 
nature,  in  overcoming  the  deliberate  or  un 
conscious  disregard  of  her  laws  in  the  re- 
production of  man,  is  made  apparant  in 
this  report.  As  Supt.  Noyes  points  out  in 
not  a  single  instance  has  a  child  entered  the 
deaf  and  dumb  school  whose  parents  were 
similarly  affected,  while  of  the  thirty-six 
children  who  are  the  offspring  of  marriages 
of  the  deaf  mute  graduates,  not  a  single  one 
has  inherited  the  affliction  of  its  parents. 
It  is  generally  recognized  that  the  oH- 
spring  of  parents  related  within  the  prohib- 
ited Levetical  degrets  are  liable  to  develop 
weakness  of  mind  and  intellect.  'VVhether 
they  are  especially  liable  to  be  deprived  of 
certain  specific  senses  as  would  appear 
from  this  report,  it  is  not  necessary  to  in- 
quire. The  great  physiological  fact  which 
should  be  emphasized  is  not  the  laws  ol 
nature,  which  forbid  the  unijn  in  martiage 
of  members  of  society  who  are  decended 
within  certain  degrees  from  a  common  an- 
cester,  should  be  enforced  in  the  interest  of 
itself,  n  this  report  will  aid  in  the  pro- 
mulgation of  this  principle,  a  material  gain 
will  result  to  future  generations  of  men.

Some  Lcsal  Infonnation  Respecting  Water 
Bights — First  Principles. 

It  i.s  a  generous  principle,  that  everj-  owner 
of  land  upon  a  natural  stream  of  water  has  a 
right  to  use  the  water  for  any  reasonable 
purpose  not  inconsistent  with  a  similar  right 
in  the  owners  of  the  land  abo^e,  below  and 
opposite  to  him.  He  may  take  the  water  to 
supply  his  dwelling,  to  Irrigate  his  land,  or 
to. quench  the  thirst  of  his  cattle;  to  use  it 
for  manufacturing  purjioses,  such  as  the  sup- 
plying of  steam  twilers  or  the  rvmning  of 
water  wheels  or  other  hydraulic  works,  so 
long  as  such  use  does  not  sensibly  and  injur- 
iously affect  its  volume.  But  this  is  a  mere 
privilege  ntnning  with  the  land,  not  a  prop- 
erty in  the  water  itself. 

Where  the  stream  is  small,  and  does  not 
supply  water  more  than  sufficient  to  answer 
tho  wants  of  the  different  proprietors  living 
on  the  stream,  none  |f  the  proprietors  can 
use  tho  water  for  either  irrigation  or  manu- 
facturing, but  for  domestic  purposes  and 
watering  stock  one  proprietor  wiU  be  jostifled 
in  consuming  all  the  water. 

Twenty  years'  use  adverse  to  the  right  of 
another  will  give  the  person  so  using  tho 
stream  the  right  to  continue  the  use.  regard- 
less ot  the  other's  rights. 

And  OS  to  tho  division  of  water,  every  one 
who  owns  land  situated  upon  a  stream  has 
the  following  rights: 

1.  To  the  natural  flow  of  the  stream. 

2.  That  it  shall  continue  to  run  in  its  ac- 
customed channels. 

3.  That  it  shaU  flow  upou  his  land  in  its 
usual  quantity,  natural  place  and  usual 
height. 

4.  That  it  shall  flow  oft  his  land  upon  the 
land  of  his  neighbor  below,  in  accustomed 
place  and  at  the  usual  level. 

These  rights  he  has  as  an  incident  to  the 
property  In  his  land,  and  he  cannot  be  de- 
prived of  it  by  grant  or  description. 

If  any  one  shall  make  any  change  in  the 
natural  flow  of  a  stream,  to  the  material  in- 
jury of  any  owner  situated  upon  it,  or  bj'  any 
interference  shall  prevent  the  stream  from 
flowing  as  it  was  wont  to  flow,  ho  is  responsi- 
ble for  tho  damage  he  may  occasion.  These 
rights  are  subject  to  the  privilege  of  each 
one  to  make  a  reasonable  use  of  the  water 
upon  his  own  land  while  It  is  passing  along 
the  same.  It  matters  not  what  the  source  of 
the  water  may  lie,  whether  it  be  backwater 
or  the  Uowage  of  the  same,  or  the  water  of 
another  stream.  Still,  the  division  of  a 
stream  may  be  made  by  any  one,  if  it  be  re- 
turned to  its  natural  channel  before  it  leaves 
the  premises. — Cor.  Legal  Adviser.

Here  the  iirst  revolving  pistols  were  made. 
Here  the  fir^t  rejieatiug  rifles  were  invented 
anduse<l;  and  today,  when  aU  military  na- 
tions are  adoptius  magazine  rifles,  tho  Brit- 
ish, after  tho  most  careful  and  protracted 
triaU,  have  fixed  ujKm  an  American  model 
as  the  best.  The  first  machine  gun  ever 
made  was  tbo  earliest  pattern  of  tho  Gatling, 
c»nstructed  in  ISCl;  a  weapon  which  in  im- 
proved form  is  now  used  the  world  over,  and 
which  in  rapiiiity  of  firo  has  never  been  ap- 
proached. Another  machine  gun,  the  Gard- 
ner, aLjo  an  American  invention,  and  equally 
of  world  wide  fame,  has  qualities  which  make 
it  In  soaio  respects  even  superior  to  the  Gal- 
ling; it  is  of  simpler  construction,  more 
durable,  lighter,  easier  to  work  and  more  ac- 
ciirato.  Fiiiaiiy.  the  Maxim,  tho  latest  ma- 
chine gun,  which,  all  qualities  considered,  is 
as  far  superior  to  the  Gardner  and  Gatling 
as  these  to  tho  mitrailleuse  used  by  tho 
French  in  1S70,  is  tho  invention  of  American. 
Unfortunately,  the  want  of  encouragement 
be  received  iu  his  ov\ni  country  conii^Kjiled  the 
inventor  to  establish  his  workshops  in 
Europe,  as  Hotchkiss,  the  inventor  of  the  re- 
volving cannon,  hail  previously  to  do. 

Almost  alone  among  American  war  inven- 
tions to  which  government  encouragement 
has  boeu  accorded  is  the  pneumatic  torpedo 
gun,  first  dcviseil  by  Mr.  MefCord,  of  Ohio, 
and  develojjed  by  Capt.  Zaiinski.  It  is  true 
that  the  impo-ssibility  of  retaining  the  ex- 
clusivB  uso  of  this  weapon  for  the  United 
States  baa  already  been  shown,  the  Germans 
having  con-structed  a  pneumatic  gun  which 
is  apjiarently  capable  of  equally  efficient 
worli.  — Xow  Orleans  Times-Democrat. 


MUST  WE  EAT  MEAT?  < 


A  Divine's  StartUns  I'lgrores. 
A  good  English  divine,  going  to  show  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  life  like  ours  in  preference  to  one 
like  Methtuelah,  according  to  the  tradition, 
bas  mode  some  figures  that  are  startling.  He 
shows  that  if  one  of  Noah's  boys,  after  the 
famous  flood,  had  lived  to  bo  503  years  old, 
having  his  fii-st  child  at  'M  and  his  last  when 
470,  and  aliowing  for  one  addition  to  his 
lamily  each  three  years,  and  supposing  them 
all  to  live,  ho  could  gather  about  his  amplo 
board  at  tho  lost  14  7  soas  and  daughters. 
With  a  reasonable  degree  of  prolific  bearing, 
bis  gratdcliUdrca  would  number  between 
10,0CO  and  12,C0.»,  and  the  whole  littb  family 
■would  bu  th'3  t'.vo  figui'cs  added  together. 
This  estixnato  is  modefete,  if  monogamy 
alone  be  considert;d.  But  under  a  polyga- 
mous system  th3  figures  would  swell  enor- 
mously. Some  of  the  consequences  possible 
under  such  a  Ltato  of  ctlaira  cso  appolUn^.

MAN    SHOULD    NOT    LIVE    BY    VEGE- 
TABLES   ALONE. 


So  Saj*  a  Physician  of  Experience  —  A 
Meat  Dtft  Considered  Best  for  Nervous 
I'crsons — Eating  Too  Uttle — The  Vege- 
tarian Itlea. 

"I  am  disposed  to  exclude  vegetables," 
said  a  physician  of  experience,  "with  the  ex- 
ception of  cereals  and  fruit,  from  the  diet  of 
nervous  persons.  Why?  First,  because  animal 
food  IS  more  nutritious  to  the  nervous  system 
and  to  the  boily  generally  than  vegetable.  It 
has  all  the  essential  elements  for  the  forma- 
tion of  the  tissues  of  the  body  and  is  easily 
digested.  It  apj)ear8  to  be  the  natural  food 
of  human  beings.  It  seems  jKissible  for  man 
to  exist  on  it  alone  in  any  cUmate  and  con- 
tinue in  a  normal  condition  of  health.  The 
first  food  taken  by  man— milk— is  strictly  an 
animal  sulistauce.  It  contains  all  the  ele- 
ments necessary  to  the  growth  of  the  human 
body  aiid  to  its  maintenance  iu  a  state  of 
health.  This  cannot  be  .said  of  any  one  arti- 
cle of  vegetable  food.  Then,  the  nervous 
system  consists  largely  of  fat.  This  substance 
must  be  supplied  in  some  form  or  other  in 
order  that  the  brain  and  other  nerve  struc- 
tures shall  be  properly  nourished.  If  a  per- 
son uses  up  his  brain  faster  than  he  makes  it 
he  8tx)n  becomes  nervous  and  irritable.  If 
he  does  not  assimilate  enough  food  to  supply 
its  demands  his  mind  is  sure  to  become 
weak. 

"The  healthiest  and  strongest  individuals, 
even,  should  eat  a  far  greater  proportion  of 
meat  than  of  vegetable  food.  Beef  should  be 
taken  as  the  standard  meat.  It  answers 
every  purpose  of  the  system.  Veal  and  pork 
are  not  as  easily  digested.  Pork,  so  far  as 
its  composition  goes,  is  an  excellent  food  for 
nervous  persons,  but  it  is  not  readily  di- 
gested. Yet  iu  the  army  we  used  to  think 
nothing  lietter  for  the  wounded  men  than 
bacon.  As  a  rule  salt  meat  is  not  adapted  to 
the  requirements  of  the  nervous  individual, 
as  nutritious  juices  to  a  great  extent  go  into 
the  brine. 

FL«SH  or  WILD  BIEDS. 

"Tho  flesh  of  wild  birds  is  more  tender  and 
more  readily  digested  than  that  of  domestic 
ones.  This  is  accounted  for  by  tho  greater 
amount  of  exercise  they  take,  thereby  renew- 
ing their  flesh  more  rapidly  and  making  it 
younger  than  that  of  birds  which  live  a  more 
quiet  life.  This  is  a  suggestion  that  might 
be  of  Ijeneflt  to  women  of  setleutary  habits 
who  are  desirous  of  prolonging  an  appear- 
ance of  youth.  Fish  of  uU  kinds  is  good  food 
for  the  nervously  inclined.  Raw  eggs,  con- 
trary to  general  opinion,  are  n.'>t  as  digesta- 
ble  as  thoso  that  have  been  cooked. 

"A  notion  has  been  prevalent  that  many 
persons  injure  their  digestion  b3'  eating  too 
much.  Tho  fact  is  that  most  people  in  this 
land  of  abundant  food  don't  eat  enough. 
There  are  more  people  killed  every  }-ear  by 
InsuSiciency  of  nourishment  than  by  over- 
loading their  stomachs.  Many  of  these  who 
do  eat  a  sufTicient  quantity  are  prevented  by 
some  disease  from  digesting  enough  for  the 
economy  of  their  systems.  Tho  very  first 
thing  for  any  one  to  do  who  has  exhausted 
himself  by  mental  work,  or  w-ho  has  been 
born  wceic  and  irritable  is  to  furnish  his 
brain  with  sufficient  nourishment  to  either 
repair  the  damage  it  has  sustained  or  to  build 
it  up  into  a  sti-ong,  healthy  condition.  People 
In  this  condition  usually  suffer  froni  nervous 
dyspepsia.  Their  stomachs  are  unable  to 
perform  tho  labor  of  assimilation.  Owing  to 
the  deficient  nerve  power  of  tho  individual 
the  food  lies  in  the  stomach  unacted  upon 
by  the  gastric  juice  because  there  is  none  or 
the  quantity  is  insufficient  to  have  any 
power.  Food,  instead  of  helping  to  renew 
the  body,  and  tho  nervoi  -  system  with  the 
rest,  undergoes  fermentati  >n,  and  the  body 
and  brain  it  s'-.ould  nourish  may  starve.  The 
person  is  iu  a  worse  state  than  if  tho  food 
had  not  been  taken,  for  the  fermentation 
generates  acids  and  gas. 

FOn    KERV0C3    I.VDIVIDrALS. 

"Nervous  individuals  may  derive  all  the 
fat  they  need  from  sugar  and  starch.  It  is 
better,  however,  for  thoso  with  weak  diges- 
tive organs,  or  whose  nerves  aro  in  a  iiighly 
sensitive  state,  to  get  it  from  the  animal 
kingdom  than  to  compel  their  enfeebled 
stomachs,  intestines  and  pancreas  to  create 
it  out  of  these  articles.  Good  bread,  sweet 
butter  and  meat  are  the  best  foods  for  the 
nervfS.  People  troubled  with  insomnia,  ner- 
vous starting  from  sleep  and  sensations  of 
falUng  can  often  be  cured  by  limiting  them- 
3i>lves  to  a  diet  of  milk  alone  for  a  time.  An 
adult  should  take  a  pint  for  a  meal  and  take 
four  meals  daily.  People  with  weakened 
nerves  require  usually  a  larger  quantity  of 
water  than  t^ose  whoso  brains  and  nerves 
are  strong.  It  aids  in  the  digestion  of  food 
by  making  it  soluble  and  seems  to  have  a  di- 
rect tonic  effect.  Hot  water  is  relaxing  to 
the  stomach. 

"With  proper  oatiug  and  drinking  we 
should  have  fewer  broken  down,  nervous 
wrecks  and  far  more  vigorous  intellects. 
The  present  human  species  cannot  eliminate 
flesh  from  its  food  and  amount  to  a  row  of 
pins.  The  fancy  that  nothing  vegetable  should 
be  eaten  is  apt  to  overtake  ever}'  one  some- 
where hi  life.  It  is  due  to  some  disorganization, 
and  usually  passes  away  with  the  disturb- 
ance that  created  it.  This  fancy  is  more  apt 
to  assail  the  young  than  the  middle  aged, 
and  females  more  frequently  than  males.  A 
nervous,  sickly  girl  of  niiiet»eu  was  put  un- 
der my  care  about  nine  mouths  ago.  I  f  otmd 
she  had  imbibed  the  vegetarian  notion  and 
practiced  it  about  a  year,  I  limited  her  diet 
to  so  much  meat  per  meal  and  a  small  quan- 
tity of  fruit  and  bread,  with  a  pint  of  milk. 
She  doesn't  look  like  tho  same  girl  now.  All 
that  absurd  belief  in  a  strict  vegetable  diet 
taaa  left  her  with  her  growth  of  strength  and 
nerve  forever."— Chicago  Herald,

Mother  and  Now  born  BhIm'. 

Agitation  or  excitement  to  the  mother  acts 
directly  and  speedily  upon  the  child.  The 
bond  between  them  is  so  closo  that  the  baby 
feels  tbe  effect  of  mental  emotion  with  a 
rapidity  astonishing  to  those  who  have  not 
made  a  study  of  the  nearness  of  the  connec- 
tion. A  case  in  point  was  that  of  a  young 
mother  whoso  new  born  baby  was  aptvarently 
in  perfect  condition  until  it  was  three  days 
old.  It  had  nursed  without  trouble  tmtil 
that  time,  and  although  a  tiny  creature,  bade 
fair  to  do  well.  On  the  morning  of  the  fourth 
day  there  came  a  batch  of  letters  to  the 
mother,  and  as  they  were  apparently  chiefly 
congratulatory,  she  was  permitted  to  open 
and  read  them.  Among  them  was  one  from 
a  former  intimate  friend.  It  was  written  in 
Ignorance  of  the  baby's  birth,  and  accused 
the  young  matron  in  cutting  terms  of  for- 
getfulness  and  neglect  of  her  old  friends,  and 
of  a  variety  of  other  shortcomings. 

Even  in  ordinary  circumstances  such  an 
epistle  would  have  produced  a  i>aiuful  im- 
pression, but  coming  at  the  time  that  it  did, 
and  to  one  whose  strength  of  body  and  nerve 
had  been  weakened  by  a  recent  strain,  the 
sequences  were  much  more  serious.

Within  a  few  hours 
it  sickene<l,  and  then  for  days  lay  between 
life  and  death,  refusing  to  nurse.  Those 
who  knew  the  facts  in  the  case  without  hesi- 
tation imputed  the  child's  ill  health  and  its 
subsequent  sickly  infancy  to  this  first  blow, 
received  while  it  was  too  young  to  throw  off 
the  results,  as  an  older  or  stronger  babe 
might  have  done.— Christine  Terhupe  Her- 
rick  in  Harper's  Bazar.

Cleveland,  Ohio,  Dec.  8.— The  quarters 
o\  the  large  iron  shipbuilding  plant  of  the 
Globe  Iron  works  on  West  river  street,  in 
this  city,  was  destroyed  by  fire  this  morn- 
ing. The  burned  portion  of  the  shipyard 
was  7,000  feet  in  length  by  50  feet  in  width. 
It  contained  $1,000,000  worth  of  valuable 
machinery. 


DON'T   LIKE  IT. 


Andaie  ETldently  Afraid  the  Increased 
Reward  Will  Came  Some  Amateur  to 
Get  Taaoott. 

Chicaoo,  Dec.  8.— The  police  authorities 
are  anything  but  pleased  with  the  action 
of  Mrs.  Snell  In  increaBing  the  reward  for 
the  capture  of  Tascott,  the  supposed  mur- 
derer of  Millionaire  Suell,  from  $20,000  to 
$50,000.  They  say  that  the  only  result  of 
this  remarkable  offer  will  be  to  put  an  army 
of  amateur  sleuths  on  a  thousand  and  one 
trails  and  to  multiply  the  arrests  of  sup- 
posed Tascotts  all  over  the  country,  thus 
causing  inconvenience  and  notoriety  to 
many  innocent  men.  Up  to  the  present 
time  over  one  hundred  supposed  lascotts 
havebe«n  arrested  in  one  part  of  the 
country  or  another  and  fully  a  thousand 
letters  containing  theories,  advicp,  sugges- 
tsons  and  alletred  clues  have  been  received 
at  the  police  department.

There  is  no  extension  front — straight  stack 
with  cove  finished  top.  The  equipment  in- 
cludes the  Westinghouse  driver  and  train 
brakes.  Nathan  sight  feed  lubricator,  num- 
ber 8  Monitor  injector  and  one  Friedmann 
non  lifting  iitjfctor.  Both  the  injectors  are 
placed  on  the  right  side  of  the  cab  so  that 
they  are  under  the  control  of  the  engineer 
at  all  times.  The  locomotive  was  built  by 
the  Rogers  Works  of  Patrrson,  New  Jersey, 
and  is  one  of  the  eighteen  ordered  by  the 
Esstern  from  that  company.

She 
was  simple,  genuine,  and  as  unselfish  as  an 
innocent  child. 

The  ugly  girl  who  cultivates  such  charms 
as  these  needs  no  iron  braces  to  compress  her 
lar^e  joints,  nor  diet  of  acid  fruits  to  remove 
her  plump  cheeks,  to  make  her  lovely  and 
beloved. — Youth's  Companion. 


Courage,  in  any  genuine  sense,  does  not 
wantonly  court  danger.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  does  not  shrink  from  or  avoid  danger, 
when  there  is  any  occasion  to  meet  it.  It  has 
a  worthy  purpose  and  adheres  to  it  unswerv- 
ingly, not  counting  cost  or  consequences. 
More  mental  and  moral  than  physical,  it  has 
nothing  in  common  with  display  or  bravado. 
It  is  so  quiet  and  modest  that  it  might  be 
mistaken  by  surface  seers  for  want  of  confi- 
dence, even  for  timidity.  It  runs  no  risk  for 
the  sake  of  risk;  it  wastes  no  ammunition  to 
make  noise  and  smoke ;  it  burns  powder  only 
to  speed  the  ball  to  its  mark.  The  most 
courageous  do  not  advertise  themselves  bo- 
forehand;  they  calmly  await  the  tost,  willing 
that  It  should  speak  for  them.  They  are  sel- 
dom imagined  to  be  what  they  are  under  or- 
dinary circumstances.  They  keep  their  own 
secret,  which  thoy  may  not  suspect  them- 
selves until  requirement  calls  it  forth.  They 
are  devoted  to  duty;  where  it  commands 
thoy  follow  against  feai-ful  odds,  leading  for- 
lorn hopes,  chai'ging  in  tho  face  of  death, 
sustained  and  stimulated  by  conviction  of 
right 

Many  peoples,  Anglo-Saxons  notably,  at- 
tach undue  importance  to  what  they  esteem 
to  bo  bravery,  meaning  combativeness  in 
general.  In  our  own  country  we  ai"e  con- 
tinually hearing  tho  expressions,  "Ho  will 
fight,"  "They  are  fighters,"  "They  won't 
give  it  up  without  fighting,"  as  if  combative- 
ness were  the  highest  human  endowment, 
as  if  its  possession  would  compensate  for  the 
absence  of  any  number  of  virtues.  Combat- 
iveness is  not  an  uncommon  nor  an  exalted 
quality.  It  belongs  as  a  rule  to  all  savages, 
it  is  a  physical  trait  of  undevelopment  The 
tiger  is  neither  noble  nor  intelligent,  but  in 
fighting  powers  he  is  not  surpassed  by  any 
beast. 

IDIOCT    OF  TITE    BULLDOG. 

The  bulldog  is  extremely  repulsive  in  ap)- 
pcarance,  and  so  superlatively  stupid  that 
he  is  geiu>rally  regarded  as  a  canine  idiot. 
But. he  has  not  an  equal  in  the  animal  king- 
dom as  to  fighting  propensity,  being  as  desti- 
tute of  fear  as  he  is  of  brains.  When  he 
seizes  anything  with  his  teeth  his  jaws  often 
cannot  bo  pried  apart.  He  has  been  known 
to  sufTer  death  without  losing  his  hold.  He 
actually  has  not  intelligence  enough  to  de- 
sist from  what  he  is  doing.  His  instinct  is 
absorbed  and  exhausted  by  pugnacity.  He 
has  been  praised  for  his  readiness  to  attack 
any  animal  whatever  its  size  and  strength. 
The  impelling  agency  is  not  boldness,  but 
idiocy.  By  tho  common  estimate  ho  should 
be  chosen  king  of  beasts.  Meu  who  aro  per- 
petually prating  of  their  pugnacity,  and 
their  joy  in  showing  it,  would  bo  like  the 
bulldog  if  they  were  not  generally  poltroons. 
They  resemble  him  minus  his  ferocity. 

Bravery — temperamental  disdain  of  danger 
or  death — may  be,  probably  is,  unusual,  but 
courage  belongs  to  nearly  all  educated  men, 
to  whole  nations,  even  to  races.  Its  absence 
is  with  them  an  astonishing  exception.  In- 
stead of  being  heroic,  it  is  really  generaL 
We  must  always  judge  of  courage  by  its  ef- 
fect. Men  who  have  appeared  dauntless  in  a 
score  of  deperate  battles  have  privately  con- 
fessed that  they  were  often  timid.  They 
doubtless  told  the  exact  truth.  Courage  is 
frequently,  if  not  commonly,  a  matter  of 
education  ,of  wontednoss.  This  is  seen  in  tho 
conduct  of  raw  troops  when  first  under  fire. 
They  almost  always  are  unsteady,  liable  to 
be  thrown  into  confusion.  But  after  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  military  experience  they  will 
charge  a  battery  without  wavering. 

KVbLCTION    OF    COCTBAGE. 

The  soldier,  at  his  virgin  battle,  is  likely 
to  think  that  every  shot  fired  brings  down  a 
man.  Ho  alters  his  opinion  when  ho  learns 
that  an  amount^f  metal  equal  to  tho  average 
human  weight  is  required  to  produce  a  casu- 
alty. His  whole  military  education  concurs 
to  increase  his  firmness.  He  who  may  play 
tho  poltroon  at  the  outset  of  a  campaign  may 
be  a  hero  at  tho  close.  Frederick  II,  the 
most  eminent  general  of  his  time,  and  one  of 
the  most  intrepid  of  men,  ran  away  from  his 
fli"st  battle.  MoUintz  was  won,  but  the  com- 
mander had  fled.  Napoleon,  who  had  in- 
vinciblo  faith  in  his  star,  who  bad  changed 
the  destiny  of  nations,  who  was  the  greatest 
^  captains,  lost  spirit  completely  when  ho 
Sw^imself  hopelessly  defeated  at  Waterloa 
and  was  found  wandering  aimlessly  on  tho 
field,  dazed  and  stmmed.  His  prodigious 
courage  had  been  driven  out  at  last  by  an 
irretrievable  reverse. 

Courage  varies  with  our  mood  and  circum- 
stances; but,  backed  by  will  and  pride  and 
faith  in  our  cause,  the  outcome  may  bo 
ti-ustcd.  It  is  less  demanded  in  war  than  in 
peace,  which  is  incessant  combat  with  tm- 
martial  weapons.  Every  day  brings  its 
trials,  its  temptations,  its  dangers,  and  to 
oppose  them  courage  is  indispensable.  He 
who  is  deficient  in  it  must  go  the  rear  or  bo 
drummed  out  of  camp.  The  world  will  not 
keep  those  who  skulk  or  fly.  Tho  survival  of 
tho  fittest  is  but  another  phase,  for  the  liattle 
is  to  the  strong.  It  is  harder  to  live  than  to 
die;  death  is  only  a  single  pang;  life  is  often 
a  long  sertes  of  woes.  Reason  and  science 
have  robbed  death  of  its  theological  terrors; 
but  modem  civilization  has  mado  life  so  com- 
plex, wearing  and  arduous,  that  the  exercise 
of  steady  courage  alone  can  sustain  it.  Ev- 
ery mau  who  lives  out  his  natural  life  U-^e- 
fully  and  honorably,  however  obs#uro  he 
may  be,  is  a  hero.  Only  he  knows  what  ho 
is  compelled  to  be,  to  do,  to  suffer,  nud  ho 
achieves  the  end  solely  by  tho  evolution  of 
courag.\ — Junius  Henri  Browne  in  Globo- 
Democrat. 


The  Awkwardness  of  S«rrauts. 

It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  consideration  that 
house  servants,  from  whom  hand  traiulng  is 
especially  demaudetl,  are  just  those  of  all  tho 
working  cla-s-sos  who  have  least  of  it.  We 
take  servants  into  our  houses  and  intrust 
them  «ith  our  choicest  things,  and  they  are 
not  only  ignorant  of  their  value,  the  delicacy 
and  tho  care  they  require,  but  thoy  have  not 
tho  lightness  of  touch  imperatively  necessary 
In  their  handling.  To  watch  one  aC  these  so 
called  "second  girls"  through  an  hour's  work 
is  a  revelation.  One  begins  to  wonder  in  the 
course  of  a  few  minutes  how  anything  is 
safe,  and  what  demon  prompteil  her  In  tho 
selection  of  her  field  of  labor.  Why  she  did 
not  rather  elect  to  shovel  coal  than  to  handle 
china  becomes  a  curiously  interesting  query. 
One  of  these  maids  was  recently  seen  to  lift  a 
five-gallon  stone  jug  of  spring  water  without 
a  qmckening  of  tho  breath  or  increase  of 
color.  From  this  achievement  she  turned  to 
empty  a  handsome  Chinese  bowl  of  water 
and  brought  it  against  a  piece  of  marble  with 
a  force  that  could  have  felled  an  adversary 
had  he  been  "our  great  invincible"  himself. 
A  little  later  other  breakages  of  treasures 
followed,  all  attributable  to  simple  heaviness 
of  hands. 

The  girl  herself  was  well  meaning,  ami- 
able, industrious  and  honest,  but  she  lacked 
the  deft  ways  requisite  for  her  position.  She 
stayed  with  her  mistress  two  weeks,  aad  de- 
stroyel  for  her  more  than  she  could  be  paid 
for,  had  tho  girl  been  required  to  replace  the 
broken  articles,  with  three  months'  wages. 
What  can  one  say  for  such  a  servant?  And 
who  has  tho  means  and  the  genorsity  to  see 
her  through  her  forming  period?  If  she  does 
not  have  tbe  charge  of  fragile  things,  she 
will  never  learn  the  moderation  and  care 
their  use  exacts,  and  it  is  only  by  exi^erience, 
hard  to  herself  and  costly  to  her  employer, 
that  she  will  become  careful  and  gentle.  Sho 
will  go  from  one  house  to  another,  despoiling 
here  and  there,  and  literally  breaking  her 
way  through  life.- Boston  Herald.

Miller.  R.  I.  D.  M.;  T.  W.  Hugo,  P.  C.  of  W.; 
A.  J.  Miller,  treasurer,  H.  R.  Armstrong, 
recorder. 

A  dancing  reception  will  be  given  at 
Ingalls'  hall  Monday  night,  Dec.,  10.  Good 
music  has  been  engaged  and  every  thing 
will  be  done  to  make  those  attending  have 
a  pleasant  time. 

Municipal  .Judge  Jacques  waa  full  of 
busmeos  today.  Besidts  the  usual  number 
of  urgaruished  inebriates,  cases  of  abusive 
language,  larceny  and  of  draying  without 
license  were  tried  this  afternoon. 

Cordwood  men  of  the  city  are  in  dispair 
at  the  absence  ol  snow.  They  are  cutting, 
but  can  do  no  hauling  to  town  or  to  their 
yard*  until  sleighing  begins.  The  annual 
crop  of  cordwood  about  Duluth  exceeds 
13,000  cords. 

Notice  has  been  received  by  Major  Quinn 
of  the  appointment  of  the  district  engineers. 
The  Northwestern  district,  will  be,  as  here- 
tofore, under  cominaod  of  Col.  O.  M.  Poe, 
with  Mnjors  Strickner,  McKenzie,  Ludlow, 
Allen,  Davis.  Quinn  and  Lockwood,  and 
Captains  Ruffuer  and  Marshell  in  command 
of  works. 

Next  spring  Central  avenue  will  be  paved 
with  ced^r  bluetts.  The  work  will  be  done 
on  the  old  method,  the  blocks  laid  on  a 
■and  and  plank  foundaiion,  and  our  peo- 
ple will  have  a  good  opportunity  to  com- 
pare the  cedar  block  pavement  on  concrete 
and  on  snnd. 

The  village  of  Oneota  will  improve 
Second  street  through  from  the  eas  era 
limits  to  Central  avenue.  As  Second  street 
is  a  continuation  ol  West  Michigan  in 
almost  a  ilirpct  line,  it  will  give  a  good  road 
from  town  to  West  Duluth  more  direct  and 
accessible  than  any  now  m  use. 

It  begins  to  look  as  if  cold  weather  could 
not  come  if  it  tried, the  two  attemptsof  the 
goverment  to  start  it  by  hoisting  a  cold 
wave  flag  having  failed.  This  morning's 
temperature  wmb  21  above,  the  minumnm 
for  the  lrt«t  24  hour-*,  and  the  indications 
are  forj-tbtiut  the  same  class  of  weather  lo- 
cally for  2i  hours  at  least  to  come. 

The  rumpus  at  the  state  university  over 
Dr.  Ritchie  has  resulted,  as  was  expected, 
in  hif  resignation.  The  Pioneer  Press  says: 
Dr.  Ritchie  i«  pronounced  by  all  his  friends 
to  be  a  very  fine  gentleman,  and  oneof  the 
best  pcstpd"  men  in  the  country  in  his 
sppcialty.  As  he  sacrificed  something  in 
giving  up  hie  Duluth  practice  to  come  to 
Minneapolis,  the  circumstances  that 
seemed  to  make  nis  resignation  a  necessity 
were  most  unfortunate. 

Notice  has  been  served  by  the  Western 
Electric  com^iaay  owning  patents  on 
district  messenger  service,  to  compel  the 
Duluth  District  Messenger  company  to 
■top  work.  It  is  one  of  those  cases  so  com- 
mon in  el'L-trical  business  where  the  owner- 
ship-if  a  few  patents  can  compel  tribute 
from  the  whole  world.  It  is  understood 
that  the  patents  of  the  Western  Electric 
company  are  controlled  in  Duluth  by  the 
Duluth  telephoneCo.  A  suit  will  probably 
result. 

Capt.  Inman  is  figuring  on  a  considerable 
improvement  to  the  Ossifrage  during  the 
winter.  She  will  be  refitted  and  her  cabin 
accomod»tion  so  much  increased  that 
more  tha:' double  the  present  number  of 
staterooms  will  be  furnished.  The  captain 
expects  to  run  her  three  times  a  week  to 
Port  Arthur  instead  of  twice  as  heretofore. 
The  last  of  the  Inman  fl«»et  is  now  being 
laid  up  for  the  winter  and  will  today  be  out 
of  commission.  It  will  not  probably  be  en- 
larged next  year,  the  captain  having  tugs 
enough  to  handle  a  tremendous  business. 
The  December  number  of  the  Magazine  of 
Western  History  ia  out  with  a  large  part  of 
its  space  devoted  to  Duluth.  Its  only  claim 
to  the  titli»  seems  to  be  in  preserving  for 
posterity  the  namf  8  of  those  people  of  dif- 
ferent wewtern  cities  who  believe  in  a  certain 
kind  of  write  ups  called  by  the  ordinary 
mortal  fakes.  The  magazine  is  of  the  same 
general  class  as  all  the  outside  advertis- 
ing schemes  that  have  flooded  Duluth  for 
the  past  few  years  and  that  have  been  so 
kindly  endorsed  by  the  Chamber  ol  Com- 
merce. These  things  would  seem  to  l>e  a 
{>enalty  of  growth  and  life  in  any  city.  But 
this  "magazine"  is  of  much  better  class 
than  most  and  offers  at  least  a  slightly 
l>etter  return  on  the  investments.  Its  steel 
engravings  are  very  fine.

THE    ANTIQUITY    OF    BAKING. 

Breadmaking     a     Prehistoric      Art— Egyp- 
tians    as     Bakers     and     Their     Skill. 

The  origin  of  baking  precetles  the  period  of 
history  and  is  involved  in  the  obscurity  of 
the  early  ages  of  the  human  pice.  Excava- 
tions made  in  Switaerland  gave  evidence  that 
the  art  of  making  bread  waa  practiced  by 
our  prehistoric  ancestors  as  early  as  the  stone 
period.  From  the  shape  of  loaves  it  is 
thought  that  no  ovens  were  used  at  that 
time,  but  the  dough  was  roiled  into  small, 
round  cakes  and  laid  on  hot  stones,  being 
covered  with  glowing  ashes.  Bread  is  men- 
tioned in  the  book  of  Genesis,  where  Abra- 
ham, wishing  to  entertain  three  angels,  of- 
fered to  "fetch  a  morsel  of  bread."  Baking 
is  again  referred  to  where  Sarah  has  instruc- 
tions to  "make  ready  quickly  three  measures 
of  fine  meal,  knead  it,  and  make  cakes  upon 
the  hearth."  Lot  entertained  two  angels  by 
giving  them  unleavened  bread.  The  mere 
mention  of  unleavened  bread  shows  that 
there  were  two  kinds  of  bread  made  even  at 
that  time. 

The  art  of  baking  was  carried  to  a  high 
perfection  among  the  Egyptians,  who  are 
said  to  have  baked  cakes  in  many  fantastic 
shapes,  using  several  kinds  of  flour.  The 
Romans  took  up  the  art  of  baking  and  public 
bakeries  were  numerous  on  the  streets  of 
Eoma  In  England  the  business  of  the  baker 
was  considered  to  be  one  so  closely  affecting 
the  interests  of  the  public  that  in  1260  an  act 
of  parliament  was  passed  regulating  the  price 
to  be  charged  for  bread.  This  regulation  con- 
tinued in  operation  until  1S32  in  London,  and 
until  18.%  in  the  rest  of  the  country.  The 
art  of  making  bread  lias  not  yet  reached 
some  countries  in  Europe  and  Asia.  In  the 
rural  parts  of  Sweden  no  bread  is  made,  but 
rye  cakes  that  are  baked  twice  a  year  and  are 
as  hard  as  flint  It  is  less  than  a  century  ago 
that  bread  was  used  in  Scotland,  the  Scotch 
[leople  of  every  class  living  on  barley  l)an- 
uocks  and  oaten  cakes. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  bread  is  sold  very 
cheaply  In  Great  Britain,  the  bakers  of  that 
country  are  a  poorly  paid  class  of  laborers. 
For  years  the  employers  made  use  of  child 
labor  to  such  an  extent  that  parliament  ia 
1863  passed  a  law  making  it  a  criminal  of- 
fense to  employ  a  young  person  under  the 
age  of  13  years  to  work  in  a  bakehouse  be- 
tween the  hours  of  9  o'clock  p.  ni.  and  5 
o'clock  a.  m.  As  most  of  the  work  done  by 
bakers  is  in  the  night,  this  statutory  law  in 
Great  Britain  virtually  prohibits  child  labor 
in  bake  houses.  lu  all  countries  of  the  world 
wheat  flour  is  the  principal  material  for  mak- 
ing breatl,  although  rj-e  is  used  largely  among 
the  peasantrj'  in  some  parts  of  Europe.  The 
price  of  bread  has  always  followed  the  mar- 
ket price  of  wheat  very  closely,  and  a  recent 
rise  in  wheat  advanced  the  price  of  a  pouod 
loaf  in  Cliicago  25  per  cent— Chicago  Newa 


The  Growth  of  Jerusalem. 

The  Neuestcn  Nachriohteu  aus  dem  Morgen- 
land,  a  German  news[>aper  publishe<l  in  Pal- 
estine, states  that  the  city  of  Jerusalem  is 
growing  in  size  and  jKipulation  at  a  remark- 
able rate.  Its  growth  is  all  the  mora  surpris- 
ing because  neither  its  situation  nor  its  trade 
are  favorable  to  a  rapid  increase;  it  lies 
among  a  not  very  fertile  group  of  mountaias; 
It  has  next  to  no  commerce,  and  it  has  no 
manufactures.  Nevertheless,  new  buildings 
are  rising  daily ;  churches,  gardens  and  in- 
stitutes of  various  kiuds  are  filling  up  the 
formerly  desolate  neighborhood  to  the  dis- 
tance of  half  an  hour's  walk  beyond  the  old 
limits  of  the  city. 

The  Jews  are  to  the  front  as  builders. 
Their  bouses  spring  out  of  the  ground  like 
mushrooms— uniform,  ugly,  one  storied, 
plentifully  supplied  with  windows,  but  with 
no  manner  of  adornment.  The  Rothschilds 
have  completed  a  new  hosp.tal.  Close  be- 
side It  there  is  a  new  Abyssiniatlchurcli.  The 
Russians  are  also  great  builders;  they  have 
erected  a  new  church,  consulate,  lodging 
houses  for  pilgrims  of  the  orthodox  national 
church's,  and  a  hospital.  Near  to  the  Rus- 
sian group  stands  the  "German  house"  for 
German  Roman  Catholics,  from  whose  top 
the  German  aud  papal  flags  float  side  by  side. 
The  Russians  have  also  built  a  high  tower 
upon  the  Mount  of  Olives,  from  whose  sum- 
mit the  Mediterraneau  and  the  Dead  sea  can 
both  be  seen.  The  Greek*  and  Armenians 
are  also  busy  builders,  but  they  provide  for 
the  bodily  rather  than  the  religious  demands 
of  the  pngriuLS.  The  former  build  cafes  and 
bazars,  and  the  latter  set  up  shops.— New 
York  Times.
